A round-up of recent developments and significant trends 


A convertible wide-angle lens for 4x5 
press cameras, combining the features 
of a 90-, 135-, and 180-mm lens, has been 
announced by the Photographic Import- 
ing and Distributing Corp. of Valley 
Stream, L.I, N.Y. The lens has been 
named Roeschlein-Kreuznach Rexagon 
and consists of six elements—the three 
front elements cemented together and 
the three rear elements also in the form 
of a cemented triplet. All four glass-to- 
air surfaces are coated. In its complete 
six-element form, the Rexagon has an 
effective focal length of 90 mm, a maxi- 
mum aperture of f/6.8, and a 100-degree 
acceptance angle. When the three front 
elements are used alone (with the rear 
elements unscrewed), the focal length 
is 180 mm.; the three rear elements alone, 
135 mm. Price will be around $60. 


British color-photography enthusiasts 
have enjoyed the use of many different 
color processes during the past year 
despite the recency of their austerity 
economy and the painful shortage of 
funds for hobby purposes that prevail 
there today. In addition to Kodachrome 
of British manufacture, our overseas 
friends have had the regular use of Ilford 
Color Film, Gevacolor Negative and Re- 
versal films, Agfacolor Negative and Re- 
versal films, Pakolor Negative Film, Fer- 
raniacolor Reversal Film, and the John- 
son Color Screen (plate) pracess, plus 
additive Dufaycolor Reversal* Film. To 
make the joy of the home-darkroom fan 
complete, the enterprising firm of British 
Synthacol Ltd. recently introduced (1) 
Synthacolor Negative Processing Kits for 
home development of Agfacolor, Geva- 
color and Pakolor Negative films and (2) 
Synthacolor Paper and Synthacolor Print- 
ing and Processing Kits for making prints 
from any color negatives by either con- 
tact or projection. Although the empha- 
sis on home processing can be largely 
attributed to economic necessity, the va- 
riety of domestic as well as imported 
color materials on the British retail mar- 
ket has given many American visitors 
there pangs of envy. 

A close examination of the facts, how- 
ever, should make it clear that the some- 
what smaller variety of excellent color 
materials on the American market fulfill 
all of the functions of the British color 
worker’s arsenal with the possible ex- 
ception of the inexpensive additive John- 
son Color Screen process and Synthacolor 
Printing Paper for color negatives. The 
almost universal tendency of color work- 
ers in this country to turn over “home- 
processing” materials like Ansco Color, 
Ektachrome, and Ektacolor to specialized 
color photofinishing establishments seems 
to justify the hesitation of manufacturers 
here in introducing kits and materials like 
those furnished by Synthacolor in Eng- 
land. Processing of color-negative mate- 
rials and reversal films is largely a mat- 


ter of adhering to rigid standards to keep 
the colors of the component layers of 
the film in balance. Artistic expression 
is achieved in the selection and arrange- 
ment of light sources, filters, and camera 
angles and to a limited extent, exposure 
variations. The small minority of serious 
workers interested in the art of color 
printing seem to find a happier outlet for 
their skills in a flexible 3-color printing 
process like Kodak Dye Transfer than 
in multi-layer print materials, whether 
of the reversal or negative-positive type. 
As long as the present trend continues 
and money continues to be less valuable 
than time, we can reasonably expect that 
new color materials on the American 
market will feature improvements in 
speed, exposure latitude, and inherent 
image quality rather than the advantages 
of easy manipulation in the home dark- 
room. As for the above-mentioned color 
materials of European manufacture, they 
will undoubtedly reach our shores when 
they can be invested with qualities lack- 
ing in the products we now enjoy here. 


Reduction of X-ray film processing time 
by as much as 50 percent has been 
achieved through the use of a new Fixer- 
Neutralizer solution recently announced 
by the X-Ray Department of the General 
Electric Co., Milwaukee 1, Wis., follow- 
ing a 19-month field test period. Film 
immersed in the new sciution for 5 min- 
utes after fixation can be completely 
washed in 5 minutes instead of 30 to 40 
minutes as in normal practice. Drying 
time is also substantially reduced because 
the films aren’t saturated either with 
fixer or water following the neutraliza- 
tion treatment. Still another advantage 
of the new processing method lies in the 
fact that the neutralizer prevents over- 
fixing, so that the resulting films can be 
kept for many years without danger of 
staining. 


Variable Projection Lens. The nation’s 
movie exhibitors have recently been pre- 
sented with a new zoom-type auxiliary 
projection lens which enables them to 
project films in any of the four “recom- 
mended” wide-screen aspect ratios with- 
out resorting to a separate wide-angle 
projection lens for each. The new lens 
attachment, which fits in front of the 
standard 35-mm projection lens, is known 
as the Variscope and was invented by 
MGM projectionist Purdon C. Young. The 
projectionist need only insert a matt 
(masking frame) of the proper size in the 
aperture of the projector and change the 
position of the Variscope front element to 
achieve the desired screen size—after 
which the standard lens is focused in the 
usual way. A knob on the side of the 
Variscope lens barrel, which moves along 
a calibrated slot, controls the front-ele- 
ment adjustment. Screen proportions that 
can be achieved with the new attachment

range from the standard “normal” 1.37- 
to-1 dimension to the panoramic 2.66-to-1 
ratio employed in the CinemaScope sys- 
tem. Manufacture of the equipment is in 
the hands of Pacific Optical Corp., Los 
Angeles, and distribution is being man- 
aged by the National Theatre Supply 
Company. 


More About CinemaScope. A method has 
been perfected by 20th-Century-Fox en- 
gineers to “unsqueeze” CinemaScope neg- 
atives so they can be released normally 
in normal dimensions (on screens having 
the standard 1-to-1.37 height-to-width 
ratio), according to a feature article pub- 
lished in Hollywood Reporter for Octo- 
ber 30, 1953. Plans were not made to re- 
convert any 20th-Century-Fox films made 
in CinemaScope at the time of the dis- 
closure, but the company was prepared 
to turn over details of the reconversion 
process to any CinemaScope licensee de- 
siring to use it... And we note with 
interest an article by George Ashton in 
British Journal of Photography, Decem- 
ber 11, 1953, that attributes the edge-to- 
edge sharpness of the CinemaScope image 
in London showings of The Robe to the 
use of new anamorphic rectifying attach- 
ments for the projector which were de- 
signed and manufactured by Taylor, Tay- 
lor, and Hobson in England. Unlike the 
lenses originally designed for the system 
by Professor Henri Chretien, the T. T. 
and H. attachment uses prisms. 


Interference Filters. Color filters made 
of multilayer interference films will prob- 
ably find extensive use if additive color 
projection systems come into vogue some 
time in the future. In fact, interference 
filters may also play a part in straight- 
forward subtractive color photography, 
for conversion and light-balancing pur- 
poses, if they can be competitively priced 
for the advantages they seem to afford 
over colored-glass and gelatin filters 
Much work in this field is being done by 
research workers of the Bausch & Lomb 
Optical Company at Rochester, N. Y. The 
mechanical operation of these filters and 
their light absorbing and transmitting 
characteristics were described in a paper 
given by H. H. Schroeder and A. F. Tur- 
ner of B&L at the October 1953 Conven- 
tion of the SMPTE in New York. This 
paper has been published in the Novem- 
ber 1953 issue of the Journal of the So- 
ciety of Motion Picture Engineers under 
the title Primary Color Filters with In- 
terference Films. 

Interference filters are made by depos- 
iting, under vacuum, alternating high- 
and low-index optical films on a suitable 
support like glass. As many as 15 alter- 
nating layers of varying thickness may 
be used, depending upon the wavelength 
transmission requirements of the particu- 
lar filter. A set of filters described in 
the Schroeder-Turner paper correspond 
in hue to the Wratten three-color projec- 
tion primary filters A, B, and C5, which 
are more properly referred to as Kodak 
Wratten Filters No. 24 (red), No. 59 
(green), and No. 47 (blue). Although 
the Wratten filters show a greater blue 
and red saturation than the interference 
type, the latter is slightly greater in green 


saturation. On the grounds of color sta- 
bility under elevated temperatures as 
well as over-all ruggedness, however, the 
interference type far surpasses gelatin 
of the Wratten type and colored glass, 
leading the B&L people to predict a use- 
ful future for the interference-filter prin- 
ciple. 


Reflex Focusing Device. In our original 
note on Zeiss Ikon’s new postwar Conta- 
flex (single-lens) reflex camera in T&T 
for February, we failed to point out the 
unique advanced design of the camera’s 
focusing-and-viewing screen. Except for 
the focusing area at the center, the entire 
screen is filled from edge to edge with 
a sharp image of the photographic sub- 
ject—whether the lens is properly focused 
or not. The center of the screen incor- 
porates a circular split-field rangefinder 
surrounded by a concentric ring of

groundglass. As the subject is brought 
into focus, the portion of the image cov- 
ered by the groundglass ring becomes 
sharper and sharper while the parts of 
the image within the rangefinder area 
move into perfect continuous alignment, 
assuring maximum accuracy of the focus 
setting. The image is viewed uader mag- 
nification at eye level, right side up and 
unreversed. 


About 35-mm Kodachrome. Kodak is now 
offering 35-mm Kodachrome in 50 and 
100-foot lengths, but this film is not in- 
tended for reloading into 20- and 36-ex- 
posure film cartridges and magazines 
normally used in miniature cameras. 
These longer film lengths, which are

edge about this quick-and-easy kind of 
processing. Remember our article on 
Xerography (Now: Pictures in A Second!, 
February)? There too, a photographic 
technique was advanced perhaps a decade 
by the Army’s intense interest and per- 
severance in research and development. 
Xerography had been pioneered by the 
Haloid Company, and monobaths, too, 
were developed by private enterprise un- 
der the supervision of the Signal Corps. 
It’s perhaps characteristic of our time that 
the military services pioneer in a lot of 
“better things for better living.” Photog- 
raphy will benefit greatly from Xero- 
graphy and monobaths.

E HAVE JUsT been through 
a boom year in photog- 
raphy. This alone does 
not make progress, un- 
less it is associated with technical 
advance. Fortunately we can point 
to a happy future if this is the 
criterion. Great sums of money 
are being spent on research in pho- 
tography and its applications, and 
they are clearly bearing fruit. The 
photographer has never been con- 
fronted with such a comforting— 
vet at times it must seem bewilder- 
ing—arrav of apparatus, materials, 
and techniques, and photography 
is proving more and more that it is 
an indispensable aid to science, 
technology. government, the mili- 
tarv, and business. 

In praise of the amateur, Time 
published on November 2 a _his- 
torical survey of photography and 
tossed in a few illuminating statis- 
tics. Th*re are said to be 55,000 
professional photographers in the 
United States, and 35 million ama- 
teurs of whom 28 million are ‘“‘cas- 
ual,”’ 5 million are “serious,” and 2 
million are “expert.” As many fam- 
ilies (27 million) own cameras as 
own cars, and photographers buy 
over 800.000 copies of camera maga- 
zines each month. 

The privilege of making the 
world’s highest photograph, at least 
on foot, a record which must stand 
forever, goes to Sir Edmund Hil- 
lary, who photographed his com- 
panion Tenzing Norkey on the top 
ol 29,002-Loot Mount Everest on 
May 209. 

Great mountain photography was 
also done by other expeditions dur- 
ing the year, notably by the mag- 
nificent but unfortunately unsuc- 
cessful Houston expedition to k-2 in 
the Karakorams, and by Bradford 
Washburn on Mount Mckinley in 
Alaska.

His people, the

Idlouk and his people are primitives. 
Until 1930 when the Hudson’s Bay Com 
pany, the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, and the Anglican Mission estab- 
lished a post in this area, their only 
contact with the outside world had been 
through the early explorers and whalers. 
Even now there are children at the out- 
lying camps who have never seen a white 


man. And, although today they use 


high-powered rifles and gas-powered 
boats, their life is still the hunt. Their 
highest reward in life is still a full 
stomach. 

Among his people Idlouk is a remark- 
able person, intelligent, enterprising, 
and resourceful. With money procured 
by trapping and then trading the skin 
of the white fox to the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, he has managed to buy a great 
many things that the Eskimos of his 
area do not usually have: a forty-foot 
motor boat, eighteen-foot canoe and out- 
board motor, rifles of various calibres, 
telescope, barometer. His camp always 
has lots of food, both the meat that he

Last autumn I was too busy to take many pictures. I had to hunt and 
fish all the time so that our caches would be full of meat for the dark 
months. When we were fishing my hands were too wet and cold for me to 
hold the camera and push the button. But I took a picture of Oodlootituk 
and Panneeloo and Elijah with some of the fish we brought back to camp. 
Chey were frozen stiff, the fish. 

And I hunted caribou to get skins for warm winter clothing. I shot 
four. Now we have warm clothes. But I did not take any pictures. Too 
bad. But I could not carry my camera on this hunt. For we had to move 
very fast, and be very careful. 

We hunted seal from my canoe. It was very cold 
on the water. We drank lots of tea, especially 
Alaloo.

An insider tells what it’s 


like to shoot big-name guests 


on a network television show 


HOW I SHOOT 


VERYBODY GETS A KICK out of seeing celebrities 
in person. There are thousands of photographers— 
pro and amateur—who take great pride in their collec- 
tions of “big-name” shots, not only because the subjects 
are famous, but because most of them are also wonder- 
ful people. 

I'm in a really privileged spot for celebrity shooting; 
as an associate director for NBC Television in New 
York, one of my jobs was on Dave Garroway’s Today 
show, for which I was also official photographer. For two 
hours every morning there is a parade of top talent 
before Garroway’s cameras: stars of stage, movies, TV,

and radio; writers, musicians, and authorities on prac- 
tically everything. 

One phase of the work I did might be called “shooting 
the stars.” This involved taking candid shots of guest 
stars under available light while Today was on the 
air. For a year I documented the show on film: pictures 
of Garroway conducting an interview, pictures of guests 
in action, pictures of whatever seemed to be the high- 
light of a program. 

Another phase might be termed “shooting the prod- 
uct.” This meant taking photographs of Garroway do- 
ing something with the spon- (Continued on page 131)

ETOUCHING negatives is one of 
the toughest jobs an amateur 
can undertake. It is difficult 
with negatives. With 
35-mm frames it is practically impossible. 
But there is an easy way regardless of 
negative size. It requires a few simple 
tools and the work is done directly on 
the final print.

The techniques on the following pages 


(10) sable brushes, #4 and #3, (11) crystal etching knife 


will serve the amateur well in removing 
scratches, pinholes, and fingermarks from 
prints and negatives, in adding high- 
lights, and in removing unwanted parts 
of a photographic scene or subject. How 
hard are the techniques? They are so 
closely related to spotting that if an 
amateur has ever put a brush or a pen- 
cil to a print with favorable results, he 
can achieve professional-type retouching

results by just being careful and prac- 
ticing. 

One of the easiest methods of remov- 
ing defects is diffusion. It is done with 
a simple tool, a diffuser, which can be 
purchased from a photographic supply 
store or made at home from a silk stock- 
ing, or with wrinkled cellophane from a 
pack of cigarettes. 

By placing the diffuser between the

lens and enlarging paper during an ex- 
posure, diffusion is accomplished. The 
length of time you diffuse during the 
exposure, and the f stop you use will 
determine the softness or diffusion in 


the final print. If you diffuse for a 
short period of your exposure, or use a 
small f stop, your print will be sharper 
than if you diffused for the complete ex- 
posure and used a larger aperture. 


Apart from diffusion the whole prob- 
lem of retouching boils down to two 
basic steps, lightening or darkening 
areas. To accomplish one or the other 
of the steps, you use one of the follow- 
ing techniques: (1) apply spotting colors 
to any type of photographic paper (for 
toned prints use a coloring pigment with 
the spotting colors); (2) use a spotting 
pencil on matte or semi-matte papers

only; (3) lighten dark areas by using an 
etching knife on all but rough photo- 
graphic papers. 

After a competent retouching job, 
prints will not show signs of the work 
unless they are viewed at an angle. If 
this is objectionable, you can either 
place your prints in a frame behind 
glass, or copy your retouched print and 
make new prints from the copy negative. 
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WHITE SPOTS eeee darken them 


Problem: to remove or subdue light 
areas, either sharply defined (top), 
or having blurred edges (bottom).

Gesem THAT COMPETE against the 
athletic teams of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology are, in a sense, 
playing with loaded dice. As a direct 
result of the presence at M.I.T. of Prof. 
Harold E. Edgerton, who developed elec- 
tronic flash and the varied stroboscopic 
techniques now used in industrial pho- 
tography, the Institute’s athletic depart- 
ment is using a variety of analytical pho- 
tographic tools in the training of several 
of its varsity teams . . . and the program 
is expanding as additional equipment 
becomes available. 

It all began in 1949 when Dr. Edger- 
ton, who has been with the Institute's

electrical engineering department since 
1926, sold athletic director Ivan J. Geiger 
on the possibilities of multiple electronic 
flash (stroboscopic photography) as a 
means of analyzing and correcting the 
form and performance of individual 
athletes. The first coach to point out 
and enjoy the advantages of the strobo- 
scopic equipment installed by Dr. Ed- 
gerton four years ago was Arne U. Arne- 
sen who has charge of field events for 
the track and field team. Later on 
(early in 1953) photographic analysis 
was applied to the training of the divers 
on the Institute’s swimming team, who 


are coached by Roy Merritt. Next in

line are baseball, golf, and tennis. Even- 
tually all 18 of M.I.T.’s intercollegiate 
varsities will be coordinated with the 
photographic program. 

Arnesen began by applying strobo- 
scopic photography to his own specialty, 
pole vaulting. He had Edgerton and his 
technicians shoot multiple electronic 
flash studies of top-flight intercollegiate 
performers at the Boston Garden; also, 
of himself, and of various candidates for

the M.I.T. field team. The finished pho- 
tographs included between four and 
seven aspects of the pole vault from the 
pole plant to the moment after the ath- 
lete had cleared the bar. There were 
dramatic differences between the form 
exhibited by the experts and that of the 
tyros in the various phases of the vault. 

It was a relatively simple matter to 
show the beginner how to improve his 
performance by having him observe the 
expert’s movements and body positions 
in the stroboscopic photographs with the 
idea of trying to do it the same way. 
Perhaps the most dramatic results were 
achieved by using these stroboscopic pic- 
tures on experts who had learned the 
sport without benefit of photography. 
Arnesen told of having photographed 
Reverend Bob Richards of the Illinois 
A.C., who kept kicking down the cross- 
bar whenever he tried to go higher than 
.“” Richards had been going over the 
bar with an easy, natural motion until 
he reached this psychological limit, at 
which point his form changed consider- 
ably for the worse. On seeing a compo- 
site stroboscopic photograph of his two 
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radically different finishes the pole 
vaulter immediately understood what 
had been holding him back, and he was 
soon breaking 15 feet with the full mo- 
tion he had been using at the lower 
crossbar levels. 

Arnesen uses both movies and strobo- 
scopic stills as a regular part of his train- 
ing program. If only one of the two were 
available, he said he would prefer to use 
the stroboscopic method because it per- 
mits far more concentration on the basic 
movements that comprise the skill. In 
movies, the key to the mental block that 
retards the athlete’s progress is often 
passed over before the viewer can com- 
prehend the fault and its solution. Ar- 
nesen does not consider photography a 
substitute for trial-and-error and _ prac- 
tice, which are fundamental to training 
for all athletic skills. It is a teaching de- 
vice and a motivator which makes avail- 
able practice time go much further. Ath- 
letic director Geiger likes to call the 
point where photographs are used to 
best advantage the “teachable moment.” 
The visual impression leads to under- 
standing and the latter builds the ath-

lete’s confidence in his own abilities. 

During the past year, Arnesen has 
added a new photographic tool to his 
graphic coaching method—the Polaroid- 
Land camera, Pathfinder model. As in 
the past, his bulletin board is plastered 
with stroboscopic studies of expert vs. 
tyro pole-vaulting technique. However, 
he uses the Polaroid camera personally 
on each new candidate for the squad. A 
minute after the athlete has completed 
his vault, Arnesen shows him the photo- 
graph (made with high-speed electronic 
flash) of his performance at a particular 
stage of the jump. The candidate can 
quickly compare his performance with 
the expert examples posted on the board 
so that he can improve his performance 
on the following attempt. The handiest 
part of the method is the fact that the 
coach can manage the camera and flash 
almost automatically without interfering 
with his other duties. 

In addition to pole vaulting, such field 
event skills as the hammer and javelin 
throw, shot put, high jump, broad jump, 
and hurdles, have been improved by the

You'll find the special, easily-com- 
pounded formulas (made up of familiar 
chemicals) , and all the basic information 
on monobath processing in the following 
paragraphs. By the time you have fin- 
ished reading this article you will have 
learned all you need to know to apply 
this thrilling new technique to your own 
darkroom work. 

In straightforward film processing un- 
der familiar methods, three baths are 
used. The developer reduces to metallic 
silver the portions of the silver-halide 
emulsion that were exposed in the cam- 
era. The stop-bath halts the action of 
the developer. The third and final bath, 
the fixer, dissolves away the silver halides 
remaining in the emulsion after devei- 
opment, leaving the metallic-silver neg- 
ative image in the film. 

In monobath processing, the film is 
developed and fixed simultaneously. I 
know it sounds fantastic, but that is 
exactly what occurs, as you will soon see 
























when you try this remarkable system in 
your own darkroom. 

The idea of monobath processing is by 
no means new: it has long been the 
dream and aim of many photo research- 
ers. But, for one reason or another, all 
previous attempts have proven unsuc- 
cessful. It remained for investigators at 
the Optical Research Laboratory of Bos- 
ton University, working under contract 
to the United States Air Force, to pro- 
duce a monobath (or more properly, a 
series of monobaths) that seems to com- 
bine the largest number of desirable 
qualities and the fewest drawbacks. 

In a technical paper presented before 
the Society of Photographic Engineers 
convention at West Point, N. Y., last 
May, Harry S. Keelan of the Optical 
Research Laboratory at Boston Univer- 
sity listed some of the defects of earlier 
monobaths and described how his group 
had overcome them. Keelan gave the 
following disadvantages of former mono-

CROPPING 


a portfolio 


L-THOUGH misunderstood by many, sneered 

at by some, and applied effectively only by 

a few, cropping is one of the simplest and 
most useful controls in the entire photographic proc- 
ess. With a few quick adjustments of your enlarging 
easel you can alter a print drastically: turn it from a 
vertical into a horizontal or vice versa, displace the 
center of interest, level off tilted horizon lines, get rid 
of unwanted details, or focus attention on different 
areas. Cropping often can improve a good picture, 
sometimes even save a bad one. In the following 
portfolio we have reproduced some examples of the 
former—skillful cropping which makes the picture ex- 
press more clearly and with greater impact what the 
photographer wanted to say. Compare the cropped ver- 
sion with the full-frame print of each picture. You 
may not agree with the photog- (Continued on page 118) 
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Ay Cropping provides the photographer with a 


much-needed chance to “second guess,” and 
rectify errors in judgment made at the moment 
of exposure. These two portraits are far more 
effective when cropped in than they were full 
frame. Pigeons in Duffy Square, above, were 
caught at mealtime by Peter Basch with a 
Rolleiflex and Super-XX film. When shooting 
candid action like this, it’s often impossible to move in for an ex- 
treme close-up. Basch’s full negative includes useless and distracting 
background detail which skillful cropping eliminated. Spontaneous 
portrait by Sandi Nero, right, demonstrates a similar use of cropping 
to focus attention on man’s face. Note 
strong line of arm and hand leading into 
picture. Nero used a twin-lens reflex 
camera, exposed by natural light from 
a window. Super-XX, 1/25 sec, {/3.5. 
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One negative frame may contain many 
pictures, as demonstrated in this lonely Coney 
Island scene by Jerry Dantzic. Using a Leica 
with a 50-mm lens and loaded with Plus-X 
film, Dantzic caught the ghost-town bleakness 
of Coney in the winter, when the boardwalk 
shines with wetness and fog hides the top of 
the parachute tower. At left is a full-frame 
print from his negative; below and at right are 
8 different versions cropped by our art direc- 
tor. In 1, the narrow 35-mm frame has been 
cropped to give a square format; see how the 
feeling of vast, empty space is reduced while 
the umbrella-carrying figure gains in empha- 
sis. In 2, a vertical cropping, the black figure 
at lower left is balanced off by the clutter of 
signs at top right. Two extreme verticals are 
demonstrated in 3 and 4, one with the figure 
high and emphasis placed on the foreground, 
the other with the figure low and emphasis on 
the background. Croppings No. §,6,7,and 8 
are variations on a theme—the relationship of 
the figure to the bare expanse of boardwalk. 
Notice how changes in placement of the figure 
and in the amount of space give quite different 
feelings of balance and tension to these four 
versions. No one of these croppings is necessar- 
ily the “best.” Depending on your personal 
response to the scene you may prefer any of 
them, including the original just as seen in 
Danizic’s viewfinder. But you can learn a 
valuable lesson in cropping if you'll find a 
negative of your own which contains many 
possibilities, then try making different versions 
as we have done here. Dantzic’s shot won a 
prize in PuorocraPHy’s °53 picture contest. 
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Unconventional cropping improves Burt Owen’s 
candid shot of a thirsty little girl. Notice placement 
of the face in extreme upper left, and strong diag- 


onal movement of cascading water, blurred by 


1/50 sec shutter. A prize-winner in 1953 contest. 
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Julia S. Newman recorded this pipe-smoking old man 
waiting patiently between trains in St. Petersburg’ s rail- 
way station. Camera was a Retina IIA with a Xenar 
lens. The full-frame version is a successful picture, but 
the area of intense black-and- 
white contrast under the train 
near the picture’s left edge 
tends to pull the eye away 
from the man. Cropping 
eliminated this distraction, 
and made a much simpler, 
stronger picture. Also a Puo- 
TOGRAPHY contest winner. 
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Cropping plays an important part in 
this prize-winning shot of Rockefeller 
Plaza by Julius L. Coards. Similarity 
of leaping girl and outstretched 
Prometheus is emphasized by crop- 
ping away excess picture area to place 
figures in diagonally opposite corners. 


The ideal picture is one which requires 
little or no cropping at all because the 
photographer was able to compose 
fully in his viewfinder—as in this 
natural-light portrait of a ballet 
dancer, at right, by Arthur Schatz. 
Exposure was 1/100 sec at {/5.6. 
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NEW still camera that looks 
like a cross between a sawed-off 
shotgun and a motion-picture 
camera is the 35-mm Rectaflex 
Rotor single-lens-type reflex camera. For 
shooting that calls for quick lens 
changes, the Rotor acts as three cameras 
in one, and saves time and nervous en- 
ergy that would otherwise be wasted 
switching from camera to camera, or 
mounting and dismounting lenses.

The gun stock of this unit is by no 
means decoration. It fits against the 
photographer's shoulder while the pistol 
grip is in his hand, and so turns the 
photographer's body into a rigid camera 
support. The ability to hold this camera 
easily and steadily allows its use at slow 
shutter speeds under existing light con- 
ditions with 135-mm lenses. A lens of 
this length often makes conventional 
cameras front-heavy and hard to hold 
without movement. 

I used the camera for sports work in 
testing it because in sports, more than 
anywhere else, action is constantly 
going in all directions. To use the cam 
era under varying light conditions, I 
shot football (sunlight), basketball 
(low-intensity existing court light), and 
billiards (poor existing light) . 

In shooting football, I was able to get 
many more action pictures than other 
photographers on the sidelines who were 
using conventional cameras. I prefo- 










cused my three lenses on the ball while 
the players were in the huddle. With 
my right hand holding the camera and 
my right trigger finger ready to press 
the gun-type shutter release, my left 
hand was free to switch from lens to 
lens. If the play would move away from 
me toward the far sidelines, I could 
switch to the telephoto lens. For plays 
coming right at me, the wide-angle lens 
was ready. Otherwise, I used the normal 
50-mm lens for shooting. 

From shooting positions in the grand- 
stands or behind the goal post (often 
difficult spots to work from), I could 
get good pictures. On kickoffs, I was 
able to get the kicker as he met the ball, 
and the tackle play that resulted. 

Because I was working under bright 
sunlight I was able to use an aperture of 
f/8 at high shutter speeds. The depth 
of field at this aperture was sufficient for 
me to forget about focusing and concen- 
trate on my subject. 
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was obliged to shoot Super-XX film at 800 Weston rating (forcing in Promi- 
crol developer).

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E'1T’S FACE IT—slide shows put on by most amateur 
photographers for the “entertainment” of their friends 
frequently are colossally boring.

(3) Too many excuses for picture quality are offered; 

(4) Too many “family album” shots; 

(5) Too many slides that are closely similar;

selected could provide the nucleus of a genuinely good show 
that people would enjoy even if coffee and cake were not 
served afterward. An interesting show should last from 30 to 
{5 minutes, which means that 75 to 100 pictures, with 

brief commentary where necessary, should be the optimum 
number for a single presentation. If the show takes 

longer, or more pictures are shown, people will lose interest 
even if the shots are beautiful and technically perfect. 
Actually, any slide show should be planned to end before 
the audience gets tired—it’s much better for them to feel 

that they would enjoy seeing more pictures than to have them 
leave with mental indigestion, eye-strain, and a suddenly- 
acquired aversion to photography in general. Every pic- 
ture ever taken probably seemed a good idea to the 
photographer, at the moment. But, for various reasons— 
technical or otherwise—photographs do not always turn out 





as planned. Unfortunately the average amateur who goes

This (together with its mounting 
and the precision of the camera body) con- 
trols in large degree the sharpness of your 
pictures. Good quality, and especially color 
correction, is essential. The reputation of 
the manufacturer is your best assurance of 
quality. Speed comes next. On miniature 
cameras, a speed of //3.5 covers the needs of 
most users. For action work under difficult 


Every Kodak camera is an integrated design; the parts and 
features work together as a unit.

light, //2 is preferable. But most pictures, in 
daylight or with flash, are taken at lens set- 
tings of //4.5 or smaller. 

A good working rule: buy all the lens 
quality you can afford, but only the speed 
you actually need. For example, if you don’t 
really need //2, then a Kodak Signet 35 with 
its unsurpassed Kodak Ektar //3.5 Lens 
may be the best of all buys for you. 












Shutters. A fine lens is normally put into a 
shutter of equal quality, and the speed range 
of the shutter is generally related to the 
speed range of the lens. If you are an action- 
picture enthusiast, the ultra-speed Synchro 
Rapid 800 Shutter of the Kodak Chevron 
Camera may be ideal for you. However, 
most users find a top speed of 1/300 second 
(as on the Signet 35 and Kodak Bantam RF 
Camera) is adequate. The great majority of 


all pictures are taken at speeds of 1/25 to 
1/100 second; this includes nearly all photo- 
flash shots. 

Bear in mind that the more speeds and 
the wider the speed range, the more your 
shutter will cost you. That’s why it’s wise 
to study your needs carefully and make your 
choice to fit them. All modern fine-camera 
shutters, of course, have built-in flash 
synchronization. 





Handling. The camera should “feel” right 
in your hands. Each Kodak camera is de- 
signed for good balance, and controls are 
carefully placed for convenience. It is par- 
ticularly important that the shutter release 
be placed so that you can keep a firm grip 
on the camera and trip the shutter with no 
jiggling. 


Focusing. Close-up focusing is important, 
especially for color. A good camera will 
permit this. The Kodak Signet 35 focuses to 
2 feet; the Kodak Pony 135, Pony 828, and 
Bantam RF to 2)4 feet; the Kodak Retina 
Ila and Chevron to 3}4 feet. 

Most of the finer Kodak cameras have 
ball-bearing focusing mounts, for smooth- 
ness and precision. Most also have focus- 


coupled rangefinders, for measuring dis- 
tance without guesswork. Naturally, such 
extra features are reflected both in the per- 
formance of a camera and in the price. 


Finders. Sharpness, clarity, and accuracy 
of framing are important in the viewfinder. 
Eye-level finders and ‘“‘waist-level”’ reflex 
finders are both popular. Choose, by actual 
test, to find your personal preference. 


Film Length. Some users prefer a short 
roll of film to complete quickly for process- 
ing; some like longer rolls. Pick to fit your 
preference. The Kodak cameras on the fac- 
ing page give you a wide choice; some take 
8 shots, some 12, some 20 or 36 shots per 
roll of film. 





Construction. Now we get back to the 
camera as a whole. Basically, a camera is a 
device to hold a lens and a film in precise 
relationship. The body must be accurate and 
strong, made of the right material to hold 
its shape (either metal or a tested molding 
material). The lens mount must accurately 
keep the lens in line, yet allow free focusing 
movement without binding, slack, or “play.” 
Internal fittings must hold the film precisely 
in the focal plane, yet allow free winding 
without scratching. 

The construction of a camera is difficult to 
judge simply by examining it. The best way 
to be sure it’s right is to choose a camera 
designed and built by a manufacturer you 
can rely on, 


That is why, in the past half-century, we 
have sold tens of millions of cameras; peo- 
ple know a Kodak camera is dependable. 


Special Features. Every camera hassome, 
and each one added—such as more versatile 
flash synchronization, automatic film stop, 
double-exposure prevention—costs some- 
thing.

Orlando’s Free-for-all 


Members of the Orlando Portfolian 
Club, primarily an organization of mono- 
chrome pictorialists, have scored an in- 
teresting “first” in stereo. They launched 
the “First Orlando Southeastern Salon of 
Photography and National Stereoscopic 
Exhibition.” What made its stereo com- 
petition unique was that it was thrown 
open to 12 x 13-mm pictures made with 
the Sawyer Personal carrera and mount- 
ed in View Master 
Realist-size and 


with 
trans- 


reels, along 
Verascope-size 
parencies in 15 x 4-inch mounts. 

The exhibition was not a big one but 
John H. Rauch, chairman, reports it was 
so successful that plans already are afoot 
to handle stereo in the same way next 
year when the show goes international. 
Twelve reels from five photographers 
were accepted in the View-Master class. 
There were 89 acceptances from 37 ex- 
hibitors of larger slides. Herbert C. Mc- 
Kay of Eustis, Florida, director of the 
Stereo Guild and prolific writer on three- 
dimensional photography, had a hand in 
determining entrance specifications for 
the exhibition and served as one of its 
three stereo judges 

Photographers submitting the picture 
reels were permitted to enter up to four 
eels which might contain anywhere from 
one to seven stereo pairs each. Thus they 
could submit up to 28 pictures. Each reel, 
however, was judged as a whole. A sin- 
gle rejection within it eliminated the 
whole reel, even though the others might 
be excellent. Individual pairs mounted 
in separate reels were judged the same 
as regular slides 

Consideration of the reels opened the 
way for picture stories and related pic- 
ture groups up to the seven-slide capacity 
of each reel, and many photographers 
submitted the maximum number of pairs. 
Judging was by projection, using Saw- 
yer’s Stereomatic 500 

The judging was facilitated, of course, 
by the relatively small number of en- 
tries. What will happen if the show at- 
tracts hundreds of exhibitors remains 
only frightening material for speculation.

Blond from Outer Space 


Tommy Thomas, the California stereo 
trickster whose “Bodiless Cowboy” had 
fans guessing a year or so ago, has been 
it it again. This time he has produced a 
‘Blond from Outer Space.” The new slide 
will be available in a set of six stereo pin- 


ups to sell for $3.95 in camera stores. It 
makes use of a background even more 
intriguing than the blond model. 

The background exposure was made at 
Las Vegas, Nevada. Thomas set up his 
camera for a time exposure of the bright 
neon lights along that city’s gambling 
strip. After the shutter had been open 





for 30 seconds, the camera was rotated 
one complete turn on an axis midway 
between its two lenses. This created cir- 
cular trails streaming from all the lights 
to make a frame around a dark area in 
the center of the sky. The blond was ex- 
posed into this area later on. 

Other slides of the set, which bears 
Tommy’s “Stereolusions” trade-mark, 
make use of a variety of different tricks. 
A descriptive sheet packed with them 
is supposed to tell the story behind each 
picture. In its first printing it fails to 
cover some key points—an omission to be 
corrected before long. 

Incidentally, Tommy has written a 
chapter on tricks which will appear in the 
Stereo Realist Manual to be published 
soon by Morgan & Lester. 


Judging by Projection 


There’s a move afoot, among a group 
who know far more about stereo than 
about conducting exhibitions, to estab- 
lish the hand viewer in place of the 
projector as the official instrument for 
use in judging stereo slides. In my opin- 
ion this would be a serious mistake. 

Nobody, not even the stereo projector 
manufacturers, will argue that the pic- 
ture you see on the screen is better than 
the image you get with the hand 
viewer. The reverse is true, of course. 
Some brilliance always is lost in projec- 
tion, and only a small part of the audi- 
ence can occupy seats in the ideal posi- 
tion that affords the same perspective as 
the viewer. In spite of these facts there 
are occasions when projected stereo is 
essential. There is no other way of show- 
ing a selection of fine slides to a large 
audience.

Hence 
it follows that, to get slides that will 
| make a good show, they must be judged 
| by projection too. No matter what sort 
of exhibition you consider, you can’t go 
wrong by judging under the same con- 
ditions as you exhibit. 

| The Photographic Society of America’s 
| pictorial division is still ironing out the 
| difficulties that resulted from introduc- 
tion of the PSA “light box” for jud~ing 
black-and-white prints. It was built to 
create a standard setup for judging. The 
trouble was that it provided far more 
illumination than was available any- 
where the exhibitions were hung. Ex- 
hibitors took to making dark prints with 
plenty of detail in the highlights so they 
wouldn’t look “washed out” in the in- 
tense light of the light box. It’s no won- 
der that they looked somber in the dim 
light of gallery walls. 

That problem finally was solved by 
measuring the level of illumination in 
places where salons were exhibited, 
striking an average, and then revising 
the judging standards to conform. It 
seems to me that we can take a lesson 
from this experience and keep stereo 
judging as parallel as possible to exhi- 
bition conditions. 

On the other hand, though, if a group 
of stereo enthusiasts want to set up a 
competition to be judged with the hand 
viewer, I say let them go ahead. As long 
as the resulting show won't be presented 
by projection and billed as the best in

modern stereo, no harm will be done. 
It’s only judging with the viewer and 
showing by projection that makes a poor 
show. Such a contest would give us 
something to do with those slides that 
look fine in the hand viewer but don’t 
match up to the more rigorous standards 
of the big screen. 
Timing Time Exposures 

The stereo fan has more interest in 
time exposures than most photographers. 
His goal usually is universal sharpness 
and he almost invariably works with 
color film. This combination makes a 
tripod and cable release important ac- 
cessories. 

In checking data on stereo exposures, 
1 second at f/3.5 turns up surprisingly 
often—much more frequently than it 
should. It happens to be the maximum 
exposure that can be given “automati- 
cally” with most stereo cameras in use 
today. Better results almost always could 
be obtained by using a longer equivalent 
exposure like 15 seconds at f/16. The 
smaller aperture gives greater depth, and 
since tripod and cable release are neces- 
sary anyhow, there is no new complica- 
tion on that score. In selecting longer ex- 
posures there is only one point to watch 
—avoid short ones like 2 or 3 seconds if 
you can. The probable error of a frac- 
tion of a second in timing your own may 
be an important part of so short an ex- 
posure, affecting the picture, while it will 
not be significant in relation to a total 
time that runs as long as 10 or 15 
seconds.—®

A Nod to Norris 


Not long ago I tucked into this space a 
fairly obscure bit about the annual PSA 
award to the individual member who 
entered the most prints in salons during 
a year. The concept on which the award 
was based annoyed me, and I said so. 
My major beef was that quantity as such 
has no proper place in artistic pursuits— 
that not many of us have sufficient genius 
(not to mention time and money) to 
turn out a whole lot of good prints, and 
that one good one is worth 100 medioc- 
rities. That little paragraph pulled con- 
siderable irate mail. I was confronted 
with Bach and Mozart, for example, 
whose prodigious outputs of fine stuff 
are legendary. (So how many can match 
their feats?) I answered all the mail in 
a fairly gentle way, but until a week or 
so before deadline I held to my original 
opinion. 

Now, however, the real aim of the con- 
troversial award has been put across to 
me. Seems that too many folks have been 
winning too many salon ribbons with too 
few prints. Man makes perhaps four good 
pictures and puts this quartet on the road 
and keeps it there. So you and I see 
these prints at one show after another, 
year after year. Doesn’t make for 
progress, does it? 

And yet these dog-eared masterpieces 
are bound to rate high wherever they 
go—if there’s too little competition for 
them. So the PSA award I blasted would 
seem to be one move toward providing 
the new blood needed to fight the virus. 

As my favorite correspondent and 
needler, Norris Harkness, wrote me: 
“Anything that will spur exhibitors to 
hang new prints rather than depend on 
the old favorites (?) is worth-while, even 
though we do seem to be urging mass 
production ... It is extremely difficult 
to beat somebody with nobody.” It is, 
indeed, Norris—and that last sentence has 
pulled me over to your side.

A famous technician solves your problems 


Can you tell me what is the best way 
to remove dust particles from transpar- 
encies, projection lenses, and slide glasses? 

T.K., Wilkes-Barre, Pa. 

Removing dust particles is one thing, 
but keeping them off is another. Brush- 
ing these objects with a very soft camel’s 
hair brush or using a small blower (an 
ear syringe is fine) will usually remove 
dust and lint particles. I use a wide brush 
for cleaning off big surfaces, but a smaller 
pointed brush is necessary for getting lit- 
tle pieces of dust that stick along the 
corners or edges. Be sure that you do not 
scratch either lens or transparency by too 
vigorous an action. In cold, dry weather, 
when there is a lot of static electricity 
around, cleaning may only remove the 
dust temporarily. There are several new 
products on the market in this scientific 
age that may help you keep your slides, 
lenses, and condensers 
dust so readily. 


from attracting 
There are the new anti- 
static brushes which seem to do a good 
job; and for transparencies and cover 
glasses there are some excellent liquid 
solutions that clean and also form anti- 
static coatings. Some of them even come 
in spray-top cans, although I usually use 
a piece of soft lens tissue for cleaning 
cover glasses. Although there are anti- 
solutions available for cleaning 
phonograph records (they, too, attract 
lots of dust), don’t use one on your trans- 
parencies unless you've tried it on some 
old ones and are sure that some of the 
solvents in it won't affect the lacquer 
coating of the smaller-sized slides.

ways, depending particularly on 
what you are going to do with the pic- 
tures once they are mounted. If you are 
going to use these pictures only for your 
own use, and have a projector that will 
accept cardboard-mounted-in-glass, this is 
an easy way out. However, if there is any 
chance that you will use your slides for 
talks, where they may be used in projec- 
tors not your own, or if you might ever 
consider entering competitions, shows, or 
exhibitions, you should know that most 
of the shows today do not accept card- 
boards or ready-mounts under glass. 
Since they have had to standardize, the 
accepted standards call for slides in thin 
foil or paper masks, mounted between 
glass and bound with tape. Some projec- 
tors, also, will not accept the thicker 
mounts, and if you have ever tried pro- 
jecting a series of slides mounted and 


unmounted you will know that every 
slight variation in thickness causes trou- 
ble in focus. I would recommend that 
you mount your slides in glass with thin 
masks, except when they are only for 
your own use. By the way, if you decide 
to remount them, Paul Wolf, an expert on 
such things, has shown me a cute trick 
for unmounting transparencies in Koda- 
chrome Readymounts: take a pair of scis- 
sors and cut right across the cardboard 
mount just along the top of the word 
“transparency” and you'll find that the 
mount can be split easily and the trans- 
parency removed and remounted.

I own two cameras exactly alike and 
want to use one for color and one for 
black-and-white. One of the cameras is 
older than the other and has an uncoated 
lens. Which would you prefer for color? 
—E.M., Forest Hills, N. Y. 

I should prefer to use the coated lens 
for color. The chances are that for aver- 
age work you’d probably not notice much 
difference between these lenses. How- 
ever, on shots that are backlighted, or 
where there are bare light bulbs that 
might get into the picture, your coated 
lens would give better results. Because 
you have a certain amount of control over 
black-and-white pictures in both develop- 
ment and printing, you can add contrast 
or print in locally, whereas color film 
does not have so much latitude, and you 
do not have many controls over it. Inci- 
dentally, why not have the older lens 
coated by a reputable firm specializing in 
such things? 

& 

Somehow I seem to have dropped one 
of my filters and now it has some funny 
circles in it, will this affect my pictures? 
—TY.R., Mansfield, Ohio. 

What you are seeing in your filter, 
probably, is Newton’s Rings which are 
caused because the laminated filter and 
glass have separated slightly. If the area 
covered is small, it will probably not have 
too great an effect on your color, partic- 
ularly if the filter is mounted close to the 
lens, and the lens is used at a fairly wide 
aperture. It’s like spots on a window: if 
you are very close to a window you don’t 
notice the spots, which are too close to 
focus on. However, once a gelatin-be- 
tween-glass filter has started to separate, 
it should be replaced as soon as conven- 
ient, as they tend to get worse, and mois- 
ture also tends to creep in. This is one 
advantage of using glass filters. Some of 
the new optical-glass filters are coated on 
both sides, and mounted in metal rims 
to protect the edges from chipping.

2. Speed in processing. Negatives are 
fully developed AND fixed in six 
minutes (more or less,, depending 
upon the film used). This is only 20 
to 25% of the time required for fine- 
grain processing by existing systems. 

3. Excellent negative quality. Films 
properly handled in the monobath 
formula given here have good den- 
sity, gradation, and contrast. All of 
the negatives used in this article 
printed on #1 or #2 grade enlarg- 
ing paper, except for those made to 
demonstrate a particular effect. 

4. Fine grain. Eleven-diameter enlarge- 
ments from negatives made on Ansco 
Supreme roll film show no objection- 
able graininess or loss of resolving 
power. In fact, improved resolving 
power is one of the advantages that 
have been claimed for monobath- 
processed negatives. 

In adapting the work of the Keelan 
group at Boston University to typical 
amateur and professional films, I delib- 
erately avoided the use of sensitometric 
procedures and laboratory equipment, 
since these are not generally available to 
practicing photographers. Instead, all tests 
were made pictorially and evaluated on a 
comparative basis—exactly as you will do 
in comparing the results you get with 
monobath with those you normally get by 
established methods.

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azine and judgments were solely on the 
basis of a subjective appraisal of pictorial 
results. I feel this is as it should be. No 
sensitometric strip ever won a _ salon 
award and nothing a densitometer might 
indicate can outweigh the simple personal 
judgments—‘I like” or “I don’t like.” 

In choosing the sensitized materials for 
my tests I was influenced by what had 
already been reported from Boston and 
by the requirements of the average ad- 
vanced amateur and professional reader 
of this magazine. 

In place of the Kodak Super-XX aerial 
film already reported by Keelan, I se- 
lected Ansco Supreme, a fast, fine-grain 
roll film, as representative of the material 
used by advanced amateur photographers. 
Ansco Superpan Press, a_ high-speed, 
wide-latitude emulsion, was selected as 
being typical of the sheet films custom- 
arily used by professionals. Since the 
Keelan group had thoroughly tested and 
reported on the conditions for processing 
Azo, Varigam, and Kodabromide, I se- 
lected Ansco Cykora for my tests of mono- 
bath processing of enlarging papers. 

Now, as to the equipment used: 

All indoor and outdoor film exposures 
were computed with a Weston Master II 
Universal Exposure Meter, used in the 
customary manner. Settings for Ansco 
Superpan Press sheet film were daylight 
125, tungsten 80; for Supreme roll film 
the settings used were daylight 50, tung- 
sten 40.

The sheet films were exposed in a 4x5- 
inch Anniversary Speed Graphic fitted 
with a 162-mm Raptar lens in Rapax shut- 
ter. The Supreme rolls were exposed in 
an Automatic Rolleiflex with f/3.5 Tessar 
lens and Compur shutter. 

In order to arrive at some idea of the 
extent of speed loss and the approximate 
developing time, six sheets of Superpan 
Press film were first exposed on a test 
subject. Two sheets received normal ex-

posure as indicated by the meter, two 
more received twice normal exposure, and 
the third pair were given four-times nor- 
mal exposure. 

The developer-fixer used was the Bos- 
ton University formula Monobath #315.

One set of three sheets of exposed film 
was tray-developed in Monobath #315 
for three minutes at 68 F with constant 
agitation. The other set was developed for 
six minutes. The two sets were then com- 
pared on an illuminator. 

The negatives treated for three minutes 
did not have sufficient contrast nor were 
they thoroughly cleared. 

Of those treated for six minutes, both 
the normally exposed and the twice nor- 
mally exposed films made good negatives. 
The film that had received four times nor- 
mal exposure was too dense for enlarging. 
All three of these films were thoroughly 
cleared and appeared adequately fixed. 

After studying the results I decided that 
for all practical purposes the inherent 
latitude of the film could be relied upon 
to absorb any loss of speed attributed to 





processing in this manner. All future Su- 
perpan Press negatives were exposed 
at the full rated speed of the film. 

When it came to testing the speed and 
developing characteristics of Supreme 
film, I went about it a little differently. 

Each of the frames on one test roll was 
given a varying degree of greater or less 
than normal exposure. The roll was then 
placed in a daylight tank and developed 
for 15 minutes at 68 F in Ansco Finex-L 
Developer, with five-second agitation 
every minute. 

A second roll, exposed identically with 
the first, was developed in Monobath 
#315 for three minutes at 68 F., also with 
intermittent agitation. The result was 
thoroughly unsatisfactory in every re- 
spect. The film was streaked, incom- 
pletely cleared, and decidedly lacking in 
contrast. It was only after considerable 
trial and error that a satisfactory proced- 
ure for processing rolls in a tank was ar- 
rived at. The system I would recommend 
is as follows: 


1. Load film in tank in customary man- 
ner. 

2. Fill tank with water containing a 
wetting agent (Photo-Flo) or equiv- 
alent, and allew film to soak for two 
or three minutes. 


3. Pour off wetting solution. 

4. Turn off room lights, remove reel of 
film, and fill tank with Monobath 
#315 at 68 F. 

5. Replace reel cf film and tank cover. 


6. Develop film for five minutes with 
CONSTANT agitation.

have quite as much density as those de- 
veloped conventionally in Finex-L. How- 
ever, the difference is less than one-half a 
lens stop (the difference between a film 
speed of 50 and 32) and under normal 
circumstances may be disregarded. 

One thing you will notice is‘that Mono- 
bath #315 tends to deposit a yellowish- 
brown over-all stain on your negatives, 
giving them an appearance not unlike

films developed in pyro. The stain on the 
negatives will do no harm—in fact, it may 
actually contribute to the printing qual- 
ity. But the same stain on your finger- 
nails, towels, and clothing is difficult to 
remove. 

Protect your hands by wearing rubber 
gloves. Keep peace in your family by 
working carefully—avoid splashing and 
spilling. 

That’s about all there is to negative- 
making with Monobath #315. The proc- 
essing time may be a little longer or 
shorter with films other than those I used 
in my tests, but you can easily determine 
the right procedure for your conditions 
by a little patient, intelligent (and inter- 
esting) experimenting. 

For processing enlarging papers, the 
Boston University research group recom- 
mends Monobath #365: 


Metric Avdps. Equiv. 
Water 1000.0 ml 32 floz 
Metol 3.82 54 grains 
Sodium sulfite 66.0 5 2 oz 87 grains 
Hydroquinone 4.22 1 0z 61 grains 
Potassium alum 10.0 2 1 0z 145 grains 
Sodium hydroxide 32.0¢ 1oz 29 grains 
Hypo 120.0 4 0z 
Benzotriazole 2.03 29 grains 


Water to make 2000 Oml_ 64 floz 


(110 F) 


This bath should be used full strength. 
It is not a stock solution to be diluted 
with water like most paper developers. 

This formula, when used exactly as 
given, produces excellent quality enlarge- 
ments on Ansco Cykora projection-print- 
ing paper. The exposure should be such 
that the image begins to appear on the 
paper after 25 to 30 seconds development. 
Full development and fixation will be 
complete in three minutes. Use the solu- 
tion at 68 to 70 F, and give constant agi- 
tation. Fellow with normal washing and 
drying. 

The exposure times appear to be quite 
a bit longer than for conventional print- 
processing methods, but this is about the 
only drawback I have encountered. Be 
sure to keep the paper under the surface 
of the solution at all times, to avoid the 
possibility of staining. 

I have not yet had an opportunity to 
run exhaustion tests on Monobath 315 
or 365 and to the best of my knowledge 
this information has not been published. 
However, I do know that the 365 formula 
produces excellent quality prints on Cy- 
kora paper long after the solution has 
turned completely black in the tray. 

There are other questions that as yet 
remain unanswered. One of them is 
whether prints processed in Monobath 
365 will tone as readily as those created 
by more orthodox methods. This avenue 
of investigation offers a rewarding oppor- 
tunity for someone of an experimental 
turn of mind. 

Another question that needs answering 
is whether Monobath-processed negatives 
and prints will have the same perma- 
nence as others developed and fixed in the 
conventional way. My guess, based upon 
a relatively small number of tests, is that 
Monobath processing gives satisfactory 
permanence. Here, again, the final answer 
is for those who undertake the fun of find- 
ing it. 

If you enjoy following new ways in 
photography and find excitement in dis- 
covery, you'll want to try Monobath 
processing in your own darkroom.—®

Long, Long Way to Pond Inlet

shuddered when we looked at it on a 
map), and how he’d made a personal 
friend of a man named Idlouk. This Id- 
louk, it seems, had taken to photography 
like a bug-bitten American adolescent, 
enthusiastically snapping everything he 
saw, and getting some pretty good pic- 
tures, too. Would we like to do a story 
about him? We thought we might, and 
we asked Wilkinson for a look at the pic- 
tures Idlouk had taken, but added that 
we'd also like some pictures of the Es- 
kimo himself, with his camera. Wilkinson 
wrote back six weeks later that he would 
be glad to get us the pictures of Idlouk, 
and that “in April of next year I leave 
for the Arctic. I don’t expect to reach 
Idlouk’s camp until the first of June.” To 
shorten a long story, we got the com- 
pleted story (postmarked “Pond Inlet, 
Northwest Territory”) a year after Wil- 
kinson’s query. Complete, that is, except 
for some details. We wanted to reproduce 
a letter from Idlouk, as he wrote it, and 
a translation. Wilkinson’s wife helped us 
out with that. She wrote from Toronto 
(which, by then, we thought of as just up 
the road). Result of it all? It’s on pages 
38-41. It’s probably the first time a pho- 
tographic magazine (or any magazine) 
has ever reproduced a whole page of 
handwriting in the Tununermiut lan- 
guage. But we think you'll find there’s 
a lot more to the story than that!—

Action in Montage 


irs EASY to make a photomontage,” 
said Al Reich, “but you have to do it the 
hard way!” Reich is darkroom manager 
for Maurice Bauman, the well-known 
New York photographic illustrator. Bau- 
man does his own color photomontaging 
but he entrusts all his black-and-white 
montage work to Reich. “Your negatives 
must be carefully opaqued if you’re using 
a white background,” Reich continued. 
“You need a test strip for every image 
and about six printings for each nega- 
tive. Even then you can go wrong! But 
. . .’ he added hastily, “at least one 
usually turns out all right:” 

The “hard way” takes less time in the 
end than most systems. If you're plan- 
ning to use a white background, by all 
means take the photographs against 
white. But you must still opaque around 
the figure meticulously with a material 
like Kodak red opaque. By keeping at 
the same focusing distance throughout, 
you'll have images of the same scale. 
This saves you time at a later step when 
you can use contact prints only if the 
images are equal in relative size. 

Foresight and preparation with the 
ultimate goal in mind by no means nulli- 
fy inspiration in the photographing, For 
this montage the tentative layout showed

only that more than one picture of an 
active boy figured in the composition. 
Bauman provided the stilts. The activi- 
ties evolved from his encouraging the 
model to express himself. It was easy 
for the boy to personify the energy and 
high spirits that the resulting advertis- 
ing illustration suggested was partly due 
to Levy’s Bread. Choosing which of the 
activities to shoot was left to Bauman’s 
selection at groundglass level. 

The photographer used a 5x7 Graflex 
synchronized to high-speed flash; he shot 
about 50 negatives. After Reich had 
made 50 contact prints, Bauman and he 
picked the six they liked best. Then 
Reich retired to his darkroom domain 
where he painstakingly opaqued around 
the figure in each of the negatives that 
had been selected. This insured a pure 
white background for the montage. 

Next he cut out the figures from the 
background in the six contact prints they 
had picked. These, paper-doll-like images 
were worked into a pattern on a sheet of 
8x10 paper. (Reich used 8x10 paper be- 
cause his negative carrier will accept this 
size. You will want to arrange your fig- 
ures on a sheet of paper the size of your 
negative carrier). When he was satisfied 
with the layout he’d made, he pasted the

figures onto the sheet and made a tracing. 

He then put the tracing in the carrier 
of the enlarger and blew it up to fit a 
sheet of 14x17 paper or cardboard, then 
drew the projected outlines onto the 
paper. This became the master 
layout—used to fix each image in place 
before printing it onto the final photo- 
graphic paper. 

The next step was to make masks of 
the overlapping regions. “Mask” always 
sounds frighteningly professional. Ac- 
tually a child could make most masks 
and this particular job didn’t really re- 
quire masks at all. Al Reich could mask 
off these comparatively simple outlines 
with his hands but he advises photog- 
raphers who don’t make photomontages 
every day to use masks. To make a 
mask for each overlapping part of the 
composition takes a few minutes. 

First you each section that 
overlaps on each of the contact prints 
you've chosen and trace it. Just cut out 
a piece of cardboard the same size as 
the tracing and you have a mask. Finally 
attach the mask to a piece of thin wire. 
(Their use will be discussed later). There 
were eight places in all that required 
masking on the Reich montage. The rea- 
son he traced the masks from contact 
prints rather than from the enlarged 
master sheet is that when the small size 
is held between the enlarger lens and 
the easel, it will give soft edges... 
while a mask the size of the final image 
when placed on the paper would cre- 
ate a hard, unnaturai-looking edge. 

With the eight masks finished, Reich 
was ready to put the first negative in the 
carrier. The 14x17 drawing was placed 
on the easel. Then he maneuvered the 
image into the designated size, position, 
and focus 


sheet 


locate 


Now he was ready to expose 
the first image. But Reich wasn’t ready 
to expose a full sheet of 14x17 paper. 
First he made a test strip from the box 
of paper he intended to use in order to 
determine the normal exposure for that 
particular negative. He insists that his 
prints develop fully in 1% minutes. By 
testing each negative before printing it 
on the sheet that will hold all six nega- 
tives, he insures that each will require 
the same period of immersion to develop 
to practically the same density and con- 
trast. It’s difficult to avoid some variation 
in the density and contrast of negatives, 
particularly if you employ electronic 
flash as Bauman did in this series. 

When he had determined a normal 
exposure time for the first negative, Reich 
made two prints at the indicated time. 
Then he made two more prints giving 
them one or two seconds more than nor- 
mal time. Finally he made two more 
prints with one or two seconds less ex- 
posure than normal. 

Before placing the exposed undevel- 
oped paper back in a safe box, he marked 


| the back of each print with the time he 


had given it. This penciled identifica- 
tion goes on the corner that he slides 
into the easel first. If that sheet is 


numbered 10, for instance, 10 seconds is 








Dodging for half the exposure time at 


points where images overlap lets edges 
blend. Small masks, on wire, are used. 
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the normal exposure. The sheet marked 
8 is undertimed by two seconds and the 
one with 12 on the back is overtimed 
by the same margin. 

Since the first image on each side of 
the montage overlaps another, Reich 
masked off the overlapping part during 
that first exposure—for half the exposure 
time only. This half-exposure preserves 
the effect of one image merging with 
another. Full exposure of merging parts 
would result in a pasted effect, not a 
montaged one. 

For the No. 10 normal sheet, he moved 
the mask into place after 5 seconds and 
wiggled the wire handle steadily during 
the exposure to keep the edges soft, and 
the wire from registering. Reich always 
tries to find a couple of points on the 
image while he’s focusing on the final 
layout—points that will guide him when 
using the mask to dodge that portion. 

After all six sheets of photographic 
paper have been exposed to the first 
negative, Reich replaces the layout and 
repeats the entire performance with the 
second negative; placing and sizing it 
and finding his dodging points. Then he 
runs a test for normal exposure of that 
negative. If this one should require only 
8 seconds to develop completely in 1% 
minutes, he puts the paper marked No. 
10 in the easel and gives that sheet 8 
seconds. The overtime sheet, (No. 12) 
he gives 10 seconds; and to the sheet 
marked No. 8 he gives 6 seconds. These 
times weren’t recorded on the prints 
because the numerals serve only to re- 
mind Reich while he’s printing which 
sheet is which. 

Placement of the sheet in the easel is 
also important. Unless you square it off 
and fit it snugly into the corner, then 
see that it doesn’t slip when you close 
the frame, all your work will be wasted. 

Having carried the printing through 
all the elements in the montage, the 
crucial point had arrived. It was time 
to put the sheets into the developer, a 
step that would decide whether Reich 
should wear a proud smile—or jump 
from the nearest window. He prepared 
for the moment by filling a graduate with 
pure paper developer, arranging a swab 
of cotton on a stick and having cold run- 
ning water or a large pitcher of cold 
water close by. 

Reich slid the first sheet into the de- 
veloper and watched it come up. If one 
section started to develop slower than 
the rest he would dip the cotton into the 
graduate and rub that part gently. On 
the other hand, if one image appeared 
more rapidly than the others, he halted 
its aggressiveness by dousing it with 
plain cold water. The developer and 
cold water can make slight corrections. 

“It takes longer to describe the making 
of a montage than it does to make one,” 
Al Reich concluded. “All six prints took 
me about an hour and a half. And that’s 
not bad when you realize that the client 
has a range of tonal values to choose 
from.” But whether you have to please 
a client who demands perfection, or your 
family and friends—who are almost as 
critical—a photomontage made the hard 
way will preserve your time, your ma- 
terials and your pleasant disposition. — 
April, 1954

is generally called. That summer Idlouk’s 
camera arrived, and with it came a supply 
of film, enough to keep him going for a 
whole year, until the boat called again. 

The camera, a Kodak Duaflex, fasci- 
nated Idlouk. All the time the boat was 
in, he carried it proudly slung about his 
neck, although I don’t think he took a 
single picture. I had only time to give him 
a few quick lessons on loading and un- 
loading before boarding the boat to come 
outside, and I wondered how he would 
make out over the coming year. For his 
is a harsh land. Over ten months of the 
year the sea is covered with six-foot-thick 
ice. For seven months the temperature 
never gets warmer than twenty below 
zero and often plunges into the low six- 
ties. For three months in winter the sun 
does not rise above the horizon—the only 
light is the harsh brilliance of the Arctic 
moon. And always the biting cold of the 
north wind pours unhindered across the 
ice caps and glaciers of these isles. 

For ten months I heard no more of 
Idlouk and his camera. Then in early 
July of 1952, a small parcel, postmarked 
“Pond Inlet, Northwest Territories,” came 
in my mail. Opening it I found six rolls 
of exposed film, and a letter written in 
syllabic characters, the only form of writ- 
ing the Eskimos of the Eastern Arctic 
have. The letter was from Idlouk, and 
the six rolls of film were his first efforts 
as an Arctic amateur. The parcel had 
traveled over two thousand miles to reach 
me, by boat, plane, train, and postman. 
Developed and printed, with the letter 
translated into English serving as a text,

The unit, called the Cinesone magnetic 
sound adapter, records on magnetically- 
striped film, and plays back in synchro- 
nism with the projected image. 

The adapter mounts easily onto the 
supply spindle of the projector. No other 
modification is Film is 
threaded from supply reel through mag- 
netic head, then through projector to 
take-up reel. The magnetic head acts just 
like the record-erase-playback unit of 
any wire or tape recorder. 

The complete unit, weighing 17 pounds, 
includes adapter, five-tube amplifier, di- 
rectional crystal microphone, and 6-inch 
speaker, housed in compact carrying case. 
The adapter can be purchased separately 

in case you already have a tape or wire 
recorder. (Special plug-in cords 
available for all such recorders).

There were other boners, of course, in 
my initial movie attempts: shots of no 
purpose, “orphans” totally unrelated to 
anything; transitions from scene to scene 
that were so abrupt your eyeballs would 
spin in an attempt to follow the action; 
and so forth. These, of course, were 
simply poor use of the medium. 

The mechanical bobbles bothered me 
most because I know better. In still 
photography, I’d learned long ago to rou- 
tinize my camera handling so as to be 
able to concentrate on the picture I was 
taking. I had made manipulation of the 
camera’s controls so habitual that I did 
it automatically. 

Well, the motion picture camera de- 
mands the same careful approach if it’s to 
give you the satisfaction of being able 
to show what you thought you shot. 

Here’s an easy solution to all mechan- 
ical boners. Type out on a 3x5 card a 
simple step-by-step “check-out proce- 
dure” for yourself. Just make a list of 
the things you have to check in order to 
get the picture exactly right: exposure, 
diaphragm setting, focus, lens and view- 
finder matching (if you have a turret 
camera); parallax correction; correct 
frames per second speed; and winding 
the camera motor. 

Keep the card handy when you're us- 
ing your camera and tick off every step 
before each shot. Maybe your subject 
will help you. Or maybe you have a son 
who likes to be an assistant cameraman. 

I'm getting better at it, everyday. Now 
when I say to John, “We’ll make Dragnet 
look sick, huh?” He says, “Sure Dad. 
Soon’s you get used to the camera.”—

camera over a 150- 
This time I wanted a spare— 
just in case. The other four cameras 
were magazine Auto Loads, made by 
Gaumont-British Equipments, which were 
turned over to other members of the 
party to be used on the top stages of the 
climb. 

Since film equipment on an expedition 
such as this is subjected to extremes of 
heat and cold (there is a temperature 
spread of 100 C), special precautions had 
to be taken. Before we left England, all 
cameras were degreased and then lubri- 
cated with non-freezing oils or graphite; 
close-fitting bearings had to be checked 
for clearance so that they would still 
operate under cold-contracted conditions. 
To be doubly sure of performance, I then 
had the cameras checked to 45 degrees 
below zero Centigrade (lowest probable 
temperature on Everest) in the Royal 
Aircraft Establishment at Farnborough. 
This painstaking testing proved worth- 
while because it was discovered that the 
viewfinder turret had not been degreased. 

Tripods were a special problem on ac- 
count of their weight ... and I had to 
work out something to avoid hand-held 
shots because it is next to impossible to

hold a camera steady when panting hard 
on an icy foothold four miles up in the 
blue. For work at lower altitudes I 
settled for a specially made tripod with 
head of light alloy, which was pounds 
lighter than the usual tripod. For high 
work, I designed a gadget that let me use 
an ice axe as a tripod. Even with the 
special tripod, I still was carrying 30 
pounds of film equipment. 

During the climb, I carried the 70DL 
on my back in a rucksack. To prevent 
moisture condensing on the lenses, I kept 
the camera in a plastic bag from which 
the air had been expelled. For changing 
film, I used a large bag of dark plastic— 
one that fitted over my head and shoul- 
ders and extended down to my waist. 
With it I could change film in bright sun 
or in a rainstorm or snowstorm without 
difficulty—provided I would lie down 
with my head toward the wind. The 
plastic bag was useful in another way— 
to keep camera and tripod head dry 
when they were not in use. 

My main camera had the usual lenses— 
wide-angle, normal, and medium tele- 
photo . .. but also was equipped with a 
12-inch telephoto capable of filling the 
frame with the figure of a man 100 to 
150 yards away. 

Weather during the climb was every- 
thing from the beautiful to the rough 

. and I exposed many feet to some 
unpleasant, but highly effective storm 
shots. It is surprising how color film will 
pick up tones in such a swirling white 
world, though the snow itself will only 
show up against dark objects. Whenever 
there was time, I used an exposure meter 
(sometimes a Norwood, sometimes an 
S.E.I. Photometer) because determina- 
tion of exposure on distant mountains is 
difficult. Because of the great amount of 
ultraviolet light present at high altitudes, 
I kept a 2B haze filter over the lenses 
most of the time. Despite the brilliance 
of the snow, it was rarely that the lens 
had to be stopped down below f/11 at 24 
frames a second. On scenic shots, I al- 
ways exposed to keep an even sky and 
let the rest of the scene look after itself. 
When the mountains tended to merge 
with the sky, I used a polarizing filter to 
darken the sky. This also cut some of the 
glare, and thus I could open up one to 
one and a half stops to give greater ex- 
posure to the foreground. 

When I had people in the foreground, 
I wanted their faces and expressions, so 
I moved in as close as possible and kept 
my exposures adjusted for the faces, and 
let the snow background burn out. 

Now, if you have occasion to do any 
high mountain shooting—and I hope you 
will—here are a few general ideas that 
you might keep in mind. For rainstorms 
or snowstorms use an extra-deep lens 
shade and cover the camera; use an ex- 
posure meter if at all possible; if the 
scene looks good to you, shoot it—it can’t 
possibly come out if you don’t try, so 
have a bash at it anyway; if in doubt 
about exposure, try the scene at several 
different diaphragm openings; move 
right in close on action; keep your cam- 
era at the “ready” with normal lens set 
at about 15 feet and the diaphragm set 
for the “probable” for that day; keep 


your tripod pan head loosened so you 
can swing into the action regardless of 
where it happens; and, finally, establish 
a routine which enables you to shoot 
quickly when something important hap- 
pens. If you fiddle for a last look at the 
stop or focus, you may miss the shot. 
Shoot first and look afterward—your 
focus and exposure probably are near 
enough. If your action is good, you can 
get away with murder on your ex- 
posures. 

One of the most vital factors in getting 
the Everest films (on which I was helped 
immeasurably by George Lowe), was 
habit (some persons would call it mental 
discipline) which enabled me to work 
almost automatically when completely 
exhausted. Anyone who took on Everest 
as an ordinary film job would be out of 
his mind. It is only a firm conviction 
that it is worthwhile to climb Everest 
that will keep one going when every in- 
stinct tells you to sit down—to go back. 
For instance, I arrived at one of the 
higher camps with the party, unloaded 
my gear, got into position, filmed several 
shots of the party resting and having hot 
drinks, filmed the party moving off again 
—including close-ups of the sheer drudg- 
ery of each step—then had to pack up my 
gear again and try to catch up with the 
group. The march was heavy going. 
Often I would be longing for a cup of 
hot tea and a rest at the next stopping 
place—only to find that I had to spend 
my time filming the rest of the party 
enjoying their rest and their drinks. 

For the record, let me say that I took 
the 70DL to about the 23,000-foot level 
(there had been no provision made for 
oxygen for me to go higher) then George 
Lowe carried the magazine-loading cam- 
eras up to the 26,000-foot heights where 
he covered a vital phase of the expedi- 
tion under most awful conditions of cold 
and exhaustion. This was the highest 
point reached by the cine cameras, 
though I managed to get many telephoto 
shots of the summit and of Tenzing, Hil- 
lary, and the others at higher altitudes. 

On the day of the final attempt at 
reaching the summit, we waited anxious- 
ly at an advance camp for news. At last, 
we saw three figures on the way down, 
and knew that two of them must be 
Hillary and Tenzing. Carrying my cam- 
era, I started up to meet them. Hillary, 
who wanted to give the news of their 
success himself, asked me not to send a 
pre-arranged signal down to Sir John 
Hunt at the lower camp. As a result, 
the group there began to think the at- 
tempt had failed. I got Hillary to agree 
to make no sign to the party until I had 
set up the camera. When all was ready, 
the sign was given, and the expressions 
on the faces of Hunt and his party when 
they knew that the attempt had been 
successful, made an excellent sequence. 

It was George Mallory, who died on 
this same mountain in 1924, who was 
once asked why men climb Everest. His 
answer was, simply, “Because it is there.” 
To this spirit, which encompasses the 
many things that are a challenge to man, 
and his pioneering drive which causes 
him to conquer them, I hasten to say 
“Amen.”—@

Lessons in Cropping

rapher’s choice of cropping in every case, 
but a careful study of these pictures 
should teach you some valuable lessons 
in organizing your own prints. 

Ideally, of course, you should do all 
your cropping on the viewfinder before 
taking the picture. This approach is quite 
practical for users of view and reflex cam- 
eras who can compose leisurely on the 
groundglass of their equipment—if they 
devote themselves to landscapes, portraits, 
still-lifes, architectural shots, and other 
unmoving subjects. However, some 35- 
mm purists who shoot candid-type pic- 
tures also follow the ideal of composing 
fully before exposing. The full use of the 
narrow 35-mm frame was popularized by 
Cartier-Bresson, who organizes his pic- 
tures with flawless precision to fit the ex- 
isting format of the film. (For miniature 
workers there’s a sound technical reason 
for making full use of the negative area: 
if you use the full frame rather than a 
small portion of it you can make bigger 
prints with less enlargement, thus min- 
imizing grain, unsharpness, and other 
technical flaws.) 

There are professionals and advanced 
amateurs who succeed in composing fully

| vious faults 
| angle; it also can be highly creative. 
| There may be times when you'll want to 
| slice your negative into an extremely 
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time. But the boast that “I never crop my 
negatives” usually contains more snob- 
bishness than truth. Such skill is a long 
time in the making, and most of us need 
a chance to “second guess.” Cropping 
gives us that chance. 

Not all cropping must be drastic in na- 
ture. In fact, the majority of cropping in- 
volves only a slight alteration of the 
original negative. Did you hold the cam- 
era crooked so that the horizon line tilts? 
A small readjustment of the enlarging 
easel can cure this fault. Is there a clutter 
of unwanted shrubbery at the edge of the 
picture? You can easily remove such de- 
tails by cropping in slightly. Did you 
leave too much space at the top or the 
bottom of the picture? Cropping can take 
care of that, too. Should you have moved 
a few feet closer for a more intimate 


| view? Again, you can compensate for this 


error by cropping in on all four sides. 
However, cropping can be much more 

than a mere mechanical correction of ob- 

in camera viewpoint and 


narrow vertical or horizontal shape, not 
to be startling or different, but because 
the picture content lends itself to such 
treatment. (See the two illustrations on 
pages 62 and 63 for examples.) And there 


| will be other times when only cropping 


can bring the picture elements into the 
proper relationship with each other. (See 


| the shot of Rockefeller Center, page 70.) 


Although cropping most frequently is 
used to remove unwanted space, remem- 


| ber that space itself is a key element in 


your picture. Don’t fall into the habit of 
indiseriminately cropping close to the 
subject. Sometimes the picture will speak 
far more eloquently if you leave space 
around or above the subject, thus creat- 


ing a feeling of isolation and loneliness. 


Cropping is especially important for 
users of twin-lens and other cameras 
which take 120 or 620 film with 244x214 


| square negative format. Unless you want 


to limit yourself to square pictures, crop- 


| ping is essential. But with judicious crop- 
| ping you can simulate the 35-mm format, 


the 4x5 format, or make extreme hori- 
zontals or verticals just as you wish. If 


| you’re willing to crop, the arguments pro 


and con over the square negative format 
become rather meaningless, except 
they apply to color shots. 

The mechanics of cropping are simple 
enough, but here are a few tips which 
may help you do a better job. First, make 
a sheet of contact prints for every roll of 
film you shoot. (See Contact Prints the 
Easy Way, in the January, 1954, issue of 
PHOTOGRAPHY.) Working with actual pos- 
itive prints makes it easier, especially for 
the beginner, to visualize the results of 
different croppings. Contact prints from 
most roll films are large enough to lend 


as 


| themselves to cropping experiments; how- 


ever, 35-mm negatives are too small to be 
very helpful. In the latter case, you may 
find it useful to print a full-frame en- 


| largement for experimental purposes. 


Make yourself a pair of cropping arms 
by cutting out two L-shaped pieces of stiff 
paper or cardboard. Use these in combi- 
nation with your contact prints or full- 


frame enlargements of the negatives you 
want to print. Play around with many 
different versions until you find the most 
effective one. Then mark the cropping on 
the print with a grease pencil and use it 
as a guide when setting up the enlarger 
and easel for the final print. 

After you gain some experience in 
printing and cropping you can dispense 
with most of the preliminary work and do 
your cropping directly on the easel. Use 
the back of an old print or a sheet of 
blank white paper in the easel while ex- 
perimenting, then replace it with enlarg- 
ing paper when you actually make the 
print. Remember, when enlarging you 
have three extremely flexible controls— 
raising or lowering the enlarger head to 
change image size, adjusting the easel 
arms to alter format, and changing the 
position of the easel to include different 
areas of the image. 

Be very careful not to jar the easel and 
move it out of position once it’s set up. 
A good habit is to check before every ex- 
posure to make sure that the easel is still 
in the desired position. 

Because of the difficulty in cropping, 
photographers who shoot color slides 
have even more reason than black-and- 
white workers to fill the entire film frame 
at the moment of exposure. But even 
color slides can be cropped to a degree. 
One method is to use masks cut from 
opaque paper and placed over the trans- 
parency. Another is to crop with strips of 
tape placed along the inside edges of the 
cardboard mount. Take care to get clean 
edges and square corners or the result 
will look sloppy when projected. 

A valuable experiment is to find one of 
your negatives which can be cropped in a 
variety of ways and then make a series 
of different prints, trying to find as many 
versions as possible. (See pages 65 and 
66.) Study and compare the results to see 
which are more successful and why. This 
kind of practice will help you not only in 
cropping but also in visualizing the pic- 
ture on the groundglass or viewfinder. 

If any rule is valid for such a subjective 
matter as cropping, it is simply this: crop 
only when necessary and let the content 
of the picture be your guide. Freakish 
cropping for its own sake is unwise, 
but so is failure to crop when crop- 
ping clearly can improve your picture. In 
a nutshell, cropping makes a good staff 
but a bad crutch—Arthur A. Goldsmith,

My Adventures in Stereo 


does things to me. When I start shooting, 
I concentrate to a point where I'm liable 
to do anything to get a picture. I’ve 
stopped my car dead in the middle of 
Miami traffic to grab pelican shots while 
my fellow motorists blasted at me with 
their horns. At Grand Canyon, I crawled 
out on a rock overhanging the canyon to 
get a picture (a week before, someone 
was killed trying the same crazy stunt, 
but I didn’t know it then). I’ve leaned out 
of the 85th floor of the Empire State 
Building, shot down from the top of the 
Eiffel Tower in Paris, and once, in New 
Orleans, when people on my balcony van- 
tage point blocked my view of the main 
float in the Mardi Gras, I climbed out on 
a rickety electric sign to get my shot. I’ve 
done many foolhardy things which I don’t 
advise anyone to emulate, but when my 
stereo and I are on the prowl, I'm in a 
fool’s paradise. 

But just shooting thousands of pictures 
at random is no fun unless you know 
what you’re doing, and I wanted desper- 
ately to know what I was doing in those 
early days of trial and error. Despite my 
years before the camera, I didn’t even un- 
derstand the simple functions of dia- 
phragm, shutter speeds, and focus. So I 
began buddying around with such camera 
experts as John Meredith, Ed Kaminski, 
Philippe Halsman, William Mortensen, 
Paul Hesse, Peter Basch, Holcher, and 
Dyer, and sure enough, a lot of it rubbed 
off on me. I now know how to read an 
exposure meter and set my exposures ac- 
cordingly. I’ve even learned a few things 
about what makes a good stereo picture, 
and why. 

For instance, shooting in stereo is dif- 
ferent from any other type of photogra- 
phy. It gives you, right at the start, the 
very element that 2-dimensional photog- 
raphers sweat and strive for in their pic- 
ture-taking—real depth. Instead of depth 
being the end result of his efforts, the 
ambitious stereo fan enjoys it as a begin- 
ner’s bonus, using it as a jumping-off 
place toward more realistic pictorial in- 
terpretation. 

But for the amateur who considers 
depth the end result, this bonus can 
easily lead into a crazy pattern of promis- 
cuous picture-taking for the sheer joy of 
seeing everything he shoots stand out in 
real depth. It’s taken me many thousands 
of stereo exposures to realize that this 
fatal fascination of “free” depth can be a 
bottleneck to creative endeavors. They 
say, “you can’t make a bad stereo pic- 
ture,” which is fairly true providing 
you've exposed and focused correctly, 
but that shouldn’t preclude a sincere ef- 
fort to make good stereo pictures. 

In our club, the Hollywood Stereo So- 
ciety, we’ve established a basis for judg- 
ing stereo slides according to their merits, 
which many of our ranker members have 

found useful in guiding them toward bet- 
| ter stereo photography. We rate our slides 
| in four categories: (1) Technique, (2) 


Stereo, (3) Composition, and (4) Subject 
Interest. 


| The first category, Technique, embraces

exposure, lighting, camera manipulation, 
color balance, and sharpness. This doesn’t 
mean that every picture must have bril- 
liant colors, or be needle-sharp through- 
out. Sometimes a picture wasn’t meant to 
be colorful—as, for example, a view of a 
stormy sea during an overcast day. In 
such a slide, the drab colors would help 
heighten the ominous mood of the picture 
and we'd take this into consideration 
when rating it. 

Another fellow may not want his pic- 
ture to have universal sharp focus. He 
might be seeking an ethereal quality, and 
concentrate his critical focus on the sub- 
ject in the foreground while the back- 
ground might be allowed to go very hazy 
and indistinct. 

So, in the Technique category, we con- 
sider the picture as it was meant to be. 
If it was meant to be sharp and isn’t, it 
gets a black mark, but if it wasn’t meant 
to be sharp, we rate it according to how 
well it succeeds in its aims, technically. 

In the Stereo category, we rate slides 
according to their degree of stereoscopic 
quality. Naturally, since we’re shooting 
3-dimensional pictures, the more stereo 
depth they have, the better they are re- 
ceived. Of course, if depth is achieved 
through unwarranted distortion, that 
would count against it. 

In the Composition category, we look 
for a well-balanced arrangement that is 
pleasing to the eye. The stereo photogra- 
pher is working in many separated planes 
and in order to hold the viewer’s atten- 
tion on his main center of interest, he 
must compose his pictures even more 
carefully than does the 2-dimensional 
photographer. The flat photographer can 
key his main interest by throwing back- 
grounds out of focus and using contrasty 
lighting effects. Often, a monotonous 
background will help keep the eye from 
roving. 

But in stereo, with every object in the 
picture standing out in bold relief, the eye 
will invariably take a Cook’s Tour 
through even the dullest background set- 
ting and the photographer must be care- 
ful that nothing overshadows his main 
interest. 

Therefore, in 3-dimensional photogra- 
phy, the depth effect must be compro- 
mised with the composition so that the 
two become a harmonious blend rather 
than separate elements. In many in- 
stances, there are situations where depth 
and distance play the leading role in your 
picture, such as a scenic vista stretching 
into the distance, a skyscraper reaching 
for the sky, a deep chasm yawning far be- 
low. Here, the stereo fan has it all over 
the flat photographer, for his two-eyed 
miniature will faithfully recreate the illu- 
sion of vast intervening space. He can 
take advantage of this situation and im- 
prove his composition by adding some in- 
teresting or striking foreground touches 
to help emphasize that depth illusion. 

For instance, some years ago during a 
Shriners’ Convention in ’Frisco, two fel- 
low Shriners and I went up to the top of 
Golden Gate Bridge. We ascended in a

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tiny elevator that went up through the 
center of a narrow girder (how we three 
managed to squeeze into that one-man 
lift with our equipment, I'll never know). 
At the top, I climbed an additional small 
ladder and got to the very peak of the 
bridge where I leaned over a small, chest- 
high rail (shades of Safety Last!), pointed 
my camera straight down at the traffic 
crossing the span below, and shot the pic- 
ture with just the tips of my toes project- 
ing into the lower edge of the composi- 
tion. That little personal touch of includ- 
ing my toes gave the picture a tremen- 
dous feeling of height. In fact, when you 
point the viewer down toward your own 
feet while viewing the slide, you get the 
feeling that they’re your toes and that 
you're actually standing on that dizzy 
height. 

Subject Interest, the fourth category, is 
an exceptionally important one—without 
it, few people would want to look at your 
slides. 

The average beginner’s penchant for 
shooting scores of tiresome “look at the 
birdie” pictures of his friends and rela- 
tives is all right if he refrains from show- 
ing those slides to outsiders. To give a 
slide general interest appeal, your sub- 
jects should be doing something more in- 
teresting than just mugging for the cam- 
era. Let your picture convey a little story, 
a thought,—or at least concentrate on a 
subject that has an inherent appeal such 
as a character study of a weather-beaten 
old fisherman, a beautiful landscape, a 
cute animal, or the graceful lines of a 
pretty model. 

When I sally forth with stereo in hand 
(say I'm going to shoot around my 
grounds), I first select my subject matter, 


| which may be a colorful corner of the 


garden, and compose my view accord- 
ingly. ¥ think it’s better to shoot with a 
tripod so that I can work with longer ex- 
posures and smaller f-stops to get infinite 
depth of field. This allows me to place 
something very close to the camera, may- 
be some beautiful flowers or a bit of 
colorful pottery, which not only enhances 
the composition but helps the stereo tre- 
mendously by creating the first plane and 
establishing a depth relationship with the 
rest of the view. 

Having composed a satisfying scene, the 
next question is, do I want to plus it by 
adding an extra touch of interest to the 
setting—maybe a dog, a child, or a lovely 
model. If I’m in doubt, I settle it by doing 
both—making one exposure of the scene 
alone, and then another with the added 
touch of human interest. 

As a rule, it’s best to have everything 
sharp in stereo, unless you're after an ef- 
fect. If you must have an indistinct, hazy 
background, it’s better to go whole-hog 
and throw it completely out of focus by 
opening wide and keeping your main sub- 
ject close in and sharply focused. 

Another thing I take seriously is my 
lighting. In spite of what the manuals say 
about flat, front lighting being essential 
for color and wholly adequate for stereo, 
I'm never satisfied until I’ve tried my 
subject with side- or backlighting and ex- 
ploited the possibilities of flash or reflec- 
tor fill. I like to pose my model in some 
shaded foreground setting against a sun- 


drenched background—then use enough 
flash fill to open the shadows while I’m 
exposing for the bright background. This 
gives me several shades of lighting in dif- 
ferent planes—very effective in stereo. 

The tricks of staggered subject place- 
ment, forced perspective, and plastic 
lighting which 2-dimensional photogra- 
phers employ to emphasize depth in their 
pictures will add that much more to the 
depth effect when used in stereo. photog- 
raphy. 

For indoor work, I particularly like 
GE’s SM flashbulb which has a perfect 
color balance for Type A Kodachrome 
and stops action with its short peak dura- 
tion of 1/200 second. I use it with a guide 
number of 57, but where I need more 
light to cover larger areas, I switch to the 
No. 5 flashbulbs with a guide number of 
105 for color. I also get a big bang out of 
using my speedlight equipment which 
consists of two Heiland 5’s, and a Strobo 
II, all of which have photoelectric eyes 
and can be used as slave units. With 
these, I’ve shot large interiors by con- 
cealing the slaves at strategic points along 
the way and firing them simultaneously 
with the flash from my speedlight on the 
camera. 

With every hobby that I adopt, I be- 
come a rabid gadgeteer—and stereo pho- 
tography is no exception. I’m always 
working out gimmicks and gadgets which 
I have my foreman build up for me. One 
of these is a “spider box,” a metal box 
fitted with six electric outlets, each with 
an individual switch. This gadgets allows 
me to play around with my lighting ef- 
fects without leaving the camera position. 
I can plug as many as six floods or spots 
into it and, by manipulating the switches, 
turn on any combination of lights I wish. 

When I want to inflict my slides on a 
group of friends, I pull out my special 
“community” viewer case which holds 
five Stereo Realist hand-viewers and a 
special pair of power packs which they 
plug into. These power packs are small 
metal boxes, each containing a 6-volt a-c 
transformer for use on 110-volt circuits, 
and a set of 6-volt dry cell batteries for 
use where no house current is available. 
A pair of toggle switches on each unit 
will swing the current from a-c to bat- 
tery. Two of the viewers plug into one 
unit by means of phone jack connections, 
and the other unit will handle three 
viewers, making it possible for five view- 
ers to be used at one time. The whole 
business is snugly built into a small 
leather carrying case. 

When I can get to cutting and mount- 
ing the discouraging accumulation of 
processed rolls of stereo film, I do the job 
on a large, illuminated work table which 
I had made to my specifications. This con- 
sists of a wooden box measuring about 
18x25 inches which has an opal glass top 
illuminated from underneath by a series 
of light bulbs fitted into the box. I had 
this over-size light box built because, 
when I’m planning a slide show, I like to 
spread my slides out on it and organize 
them into an interesting sequence for 
presentation. 

My fetish for carrying cases is the 
cause of my Chaos room being littered 
with all sorts of gadget bags, camera 
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cases, valises, and suitcases—all pressed | 


into stereo service. When I saw a sales- 
man display his wares in a unique sample 
case from which a series of trays pulled 
out on a “lazy tongs” metal bracket, I 
wasted no time in getting one for my 
slides. The trays are perfect for holding 
a large number of small boxes containing 
stereo slides, and several viewers, which 
simplifies the problem of transporting a 
large selection of slides. 

Right now, I’m working on a gadget 
that will hold my processed roll of film 
flat and allow me to move it along with- 
out scratching it while I view it to my 
heart’s content through an illuminated 
magnifier. Then, I will devise a scratch- 
proof method of rewinding it in the oppo- 
site direction to take out the curl and 
make it easier to handle when cutting 
and mounting. 

Last week, my daughter Gloria made 
sounds like someone who'd like to take a 
crack at stereo photography. I handed her 
one of my cameras and told her, “Just do 
as I do.” She did, and was highly success- 
ful with her very first roll. Well, here we 
go again!—f

It is unlikely that M.LT. will ever be 
able to capitalize on its visual aids pro- 
gram to the extent of stealing a march 
on their competitors by winning an unex- 
pected intercollegiate championship. The 
Institute selects its students on the basis 
of their professional promise. The com- 
petitive athletic program is considered one 
of many outlets for extra-curricular ac- 
tivity. Geiger is convinced that the pro- 
gram has enabled the track and field team 
to “remain in the league” with their com- 
petitors instead of being completely out- 
classed.

Newspapers have begun to take up the 
the reproduction of color pictures on a 
run-of-the-paper (R.O.P.) basis. 

The boom in stereo photography con- 
tinues and salons now include stereo 
sections. The most noteworthy innova- 
tions are in the projectors, a significant 
model being the View-Master Stereo- 
Matic 500 made to show the conventional 
View-Master disks and pictures made 
with the Sawyer Personal Stereo camera. 
Other projectors, such as the improved 
Stereo Vivid, the Compco Triad, and the 
German Iloca were demonstrated for 35- 
mm stereo picture projection. A Stereo- 
Realist projector was demonstrated in the 
fall. Another projector is the Third Di- 
mension Company’s Project-or-View, 
which has the novel features of being a 
stereo table viewer which can be con- 
verted into a stereo projector. New cam- 
eras for stereoscopy include the Revere 
33, and there is a trend toward the low- 
price range, as exemplified by the Win- 
pro 3-D 35-mm stereo camera promised 
for the end of 1953 and the Lionel Stereo 
camera using special film. In the 16-mm 
motion-picture stereo field, which has 
largely been dominated by Bolex, other 
cameras and projectors are appearing, for 
instance those by Elgeet. 

Things have been hectic in the profes- 
sional motion-picture field during the 
year. In a sense, the movie industry was 
in the doldrums, and all of a sudden 
winds blew which produced results rem- 
iniscent of twenty-five years ago when 
the industry changed to sound recording. 

The past frenetic twelve months have 
brought the potpourri of Cinerama pic- 
tures, 3-D pictures, and CinemaScope pic- 
tures and derivations from these. What 
the outcome will be cannot clearly be 
predicted, but a needed nudge has been 
provided. The technically-elegant Cine- 
rama originally using three projectors has 
been simplified; the 3-D system, in which 
the audience needs to use polarizing 
viewing spectacle has made many films; 
the wide-screen CinemaScope, introduced 
in the fall, needs no glasses but, at least 
as seen in the form of The Robe, encom- 
passes the audience and bids fair to pro- 
vide a fillip for the industry. 

The spirit of CinemaScope pictures has 
already entered the field of 16-mm cine- 
matography, and substandard versions 
were first put out in 1953 by the Vista- 
rama Company of Hollywood, and by Bell 
and Howell. 

Magnetic striping for sound motion- 
picture prints is now well-established in 
the professional and amateur fields, and 
progress is being made in recording tele- 
vision signals on magnetic tape instead 
of film. A demonstration of color and 
black-and-white TV program recording 
was given by RCA in early December. 
At the present, however, photographic 
film is the main medium of television 
broadcasting, mostly in 16-mm form, of 
which the amount used per annum is well 
on its way to one billion feet. 

The year was very productive of mo- 
tion pictures in color, and several of the 
major studios now turn out more color 
pictures than black-and-white. The tech- 


nicolor imbibition process is still a lead- 
ing process, and there was a notable in- 
crease in negative-positive processes. 

In October, Edwin Land of Polaroid 
showed color transparencies made with 
a stereoscopic process based on the prin- 
ciple of their Vectograph system. The 
method appears to depend on making a 
three-color imbibition print on each side 
of a support in dichroic dyes, the images 
being polarized at right angles to each 
other. Viewing is by properly-oriented 
polarizing spectacles similar to those used 
in 3-D viewing. No motion pictures have 
been shown, but the principle appears to 
have been established. 

The array of amateur cameras and aux- 
iliary equipment now available is stag- 
gering, and it must be very difficult for a 
photographer to make a choice, because 
practically all of it is good. A glance at 
the PHoToGRAPHY magazine “Directory of 
Photographic Equipment” published dur- 
ing the year [May 1953 issue] will indi- 
cate what I mean. Here we will merely 
indicate trends. 

Many new styles of miniature and roll- 
film cameras were introduced. In the 
miniature field there is a special interest 
in the medium-priced cameras, and a 
realization that for the average person 
the lens aperture need not exceed f/3.5, 
which is more than is required for out- 
door color photography under the only 
conditions in which color photography 
should be done. The twin-lens reflex 
cameras are still much in vogue, and a 
new Rolleicord has interlocked film trans- 
port and shutter operating mechanism to 
prevent double exposure. The single-lens 
reflex camera is growing in popularity 
and the split-image rangefinder princi- 
ple has been applied to the erecting full- 
frame reflex eye-level finder. An auto- 
matic take-up feature has been incorpo- 
rated in the Kodak Pony camera to elim- 
inate threading the end of the film in the 
slot in the take-up reel on loading. In- 
dicative of the amateur interest in pack- 
age equipment are the numerous camera 
and flash kits put out by Ansco, Kodak, 
and others. 

There have appeared a number of se- 
quence cameras, among the most recent 
being the 35-mm Ditto “99,” the Hulcher 
“70” taking 70-mm film, and a number of 
cameras for aerial military photography 
which give “bursts” of pictures. For 
many special cameras, 70-mm film width 
is becoming popular. 

There is a notable increase in the avail- 
ability of really first-class lenses, new 
wide-angle lenses for miniature cameras, 
long-focus lenses up to 40” in focal length 
for 16-, 35-mm-, and 2% x2'%4 cameras, 
an apochromatic lens for the Alpa 35-mm 
camera and a lens of aperture f/0.75 made 
by Kodak for 35-mm X-ray motion- 
picture photography. 

The amateur movie man has a wide 
range of new cameras and projectors, 
and the field has now been extended to 
include movie equipment in a low price 
range, in a sense comparable with the 
low-cost still camera field. The Kodak 
Analyst Projector is novel in that it is 
specially designed to suit the require- 
ments of athletic coaches and others who 
want to be able to reverse direction of

films frequently and study detail. 

There is a great range of slide projec- 
tors available to suit all whims, and the | 
new Revere 444 has some novel features. | 

The bulk of flash photography is done | 
with wire-filled midget bulbs. The larger 
bulbs are still in demand for large areas 
or conditions where small lens apertures | 
are needed for depth of field, but in gen- 
eral there has been a trend to smaller 
bulbs of lower light output which can be 
tolerated with the increase in effective 
film speeds, larger aperture lenses, and 
smaller pictures. Recently several manu- 
facturers (Philips, Westinghouse, Sylva- | 
nia, Dura, and G. E.) have put out sub- 
midget and miniature bulbs, with rela- | 
tively low light output—4,000 to 8,000 lu- | 
men-seconds. For intermittent use ordi- 
nary batteries are most used as the power 
supply, but the BC units are preferred 
when the flash batteries are put to hard 
work. 

The electronic flash is now beginning to 
compete seriously with the conventional 
flashbulbs, largely because the weight 
and the cost have been very markedly

in making available a more compact and 
lighter-weight dry-battery unit, other 
suppliers are hurrying to share the field 
—Hershey Sun-Lite II “Pocket-Pak,” 
Speedlight Center pack for the Mighty 
Midget and Swifty Speedlight units, the 
Dormitzer Synctron Challenger DB-1, 
and the Ce Be Electronic Flashgun of 
Braun in Nuremberg, Germany. In a 
survey made early in the year over eighty 
different electronic flash units were listed. 

In the past year or so we have heard a 
lot about new and very fast plates and 
films, most of the race being in England 
to produce plates (plates, mark you) of 
extreme speed for press photographers. 
The competition has resulted in very fast 
plates and films being available from two 
manufacturers. 

The most startling advance in film 
speed has just come in the case of infra- 
red films. It was only some twenty years 
ago that infrared photography could just 
be done with the ease of ordinary pho- 
tography, but the films were slow. In 
1931, the late Captain Stevens of the Air 
Corps made famous infrared aerial pic- 
tures in one-fifth second at f/6. Now, in- 
frared is one of the fastest films available 
for day photography and for night pho- 
tography by flash, and pictures in the 
dark can be made by flash on the ground 
in 1/2,000 second at f/11. Infrared snap- 
shots can easily be taken at night using 
an automobile spotlight covered with a 
Wratten No. 87 filter at a distance of 120 
feet on Kodak Type 1-N film at f/4 and 
1/50 second. 

The compound known by the Ilford 
trademark “Phenidone” and chemically 
as 1-phenyl-3-pyrazolidone is now being 
used to replace Metol in some proprietary 
developers in England and the United 
States. The significant property of the 
chemical is that it can activate hydro- 
quinone when present in relatively small 
amounts, even though by itself it is a | 
weak developer.

has been taken over by the Kodak Re- 
search Laboratories in Rochester, N. Y. 


It is the vanadium system, which con- | 


tains none of the conventional develop- 
ing agents, carbonate or sulphite, but 
uses a solution of vanadium pentoxide, 


and sulphuric and hydrobromic acids, re- | 


duced by electrolysis. Vanadous bromide 
is the developing agent, and in the case 
of motion-picture positive types of film it 
can give a doubling of the film speed and 
full development in about 20 seconds at 
60 F. “Available-light” and other speed 
seekers and time savers should note, how- 
ever, that it is not going to help them a 
bit, at our present state of knowledge. It 
is useful in the very limited circum- 
stances of motion-picture positive film 
processing in large quantity. When prop- 
erly used it is a very elegant system, es- 
pecially as the developer can be regen- 
erated continually by passing an electric 
current through it, the only replenish- 
ment needed being to compensate for the 
solution carried out by the film in the 
continuous processing machine. 

The fact that paper processors must 
use only one grade of paper, since there 
are no possibilities for changing the paper 
grade to suit the negative, has led to the 
introduction of special kinds of paper 
which could give good prints directly 


from a wide range of negatives. Another | 
single type of paper permits printing neg- | 


atives of a wide range of contrasts by 
using filters in making the exposure. The 
Ilford Multigrade paper, brought out in 
1940 and suspended during the war, is 
now available again, and the du Pont 
Varigam is a well-established paper of 
this kind. 


Early in the year there was quite a lot | 


of space devoted to “whiter white” papers 
in the British photographic press. 
effect is obtained by incorporating in the 
paper a substance which fluoresces blue 
under the influence of any ultraviolet 
there might be in the light by which it 
is viewed. It is understood that most pa- 
pers made by Kodak Ltd. and Ilford in 
England, the main exception being press 
papers, are treated in this way. The idea 
does not seem to have caught on to any 
great extent in the United States. 

To cover in any worth-while way the 
progress in the science and the applica- 
tions of photography would require a re- 
port in itself, for over half of the photo- 
graphic equipment and materials bought 
goes not to amateurs but for industrial, 
business, government, and scientific use. 

There has been a great increase in the 
use of photography for copying docu- 
ments in order to be able to disseminate 
the information in them as rapidly, as 
effectively, or as cheaply as possible, to 
reduce the storage space of documents, 
and to effectively increase the life of 
perishable documents. The copies are 
made on 16-mm and 35-mm film, in 
“micro” form on cards, in full size on 
sliver- or diazo-sensitized paper—nega- 
tive or more recently positive-reading— 
transfer processes are in increasing vogue, 
and equipment and materials in many 
forms are available for use in offices for 
immediate production of copies.

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In the fields of science and technology, 
the applications are of profound impor- 
tance, in most cases providing the only 
means by which objects or events can be 
studied: new Mount Palomar pictures of 
the moon make it look as if it were only 
two hundred miles away; the virus of 
polio, magnified over 70,000 times in the 
electron microscope, has been photo- 
graphed by Dr. A. R. Taylor of Parke 
Davis Co.; three-dimensional X-ray mo- 
tion pictures have been made at the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, N. Y.; the first pho- 
tographs have been made at Columbia 
University of the fertilization of the hu- 
man ovum—the earliest stages of life ever 
photographed; the fireball of an atomic 
explosion has been photographed in un- 
der five-millionths of a second; and bowl- 
shaped film is used in a new 5,000-pound 
camera for photographing meteors.

Hand in hand with each 
other go photography for the scientists 
and for the amateur and for the profes- 
sional and the business man. This part- 
nership has brought it to its present state, 
and the stimulation of new demands and 
new ideas from all its users and from the 
scientists in the laboratory provides the 
impetus which will expand its future —

sor’s product—holding a tube of tooth- 
paste in the air, for example. These pic- 
tures, many of which went to the sales 
department of NBC to be put in bro- 
chures, had to give the client a candid, 
striking conception of how the product 
would appear on the TV screen. Often, 
too, an advertising or publicity agency 
would make a special order for pictures 
of products or personalities as they ap- 
peared on the screen. 

These shots had to be good, and that’s 
one of the big reasons why I used a 35- 
mm camera—and still do, on another 
NBC show, The Voice of Firestone. It’s 
my opinion that no matter how good a 
photographer you are, people can do the 
darnedest things to blur a picture—blink, 
laugh, stick out their tongues. So I al- 
ways take several shots each time for in- 
surance. 

I use a Leica IIIc with Summitar 50- 
mm f/2 lens and shoot at f/4 from 1/30 
to 1/100, depending on the area and the 
subject. At the present time I use Du 
Pont Superior 2 film which I buy in 100- 
foot loads for my movie camera, trim- 
ming off what I need and loading cart- 
ridges for the Leica. 

Steadiness, of course, is all important. 
Using just studio light and a fast lens 
demands a firm hand. I have no special 
gimmicks to keep the camera steady, and 
wouldn’t have time to use them if I did. 
Like everybody else, I hold my breath, 
squeeze off the shutter, and hope for the 
April, 1954 
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best. 
focusing, is to use a sports finder. This 
way you can watch the subject’s expres- 
sion with both of your eyes open. 
Patience will result in the “right mo- 
ment.” 

Sometimes I must shoot with an NBC 
camera in the foreground. The 35-mm 
camera permits the necessary depth of 
field. You can focus on a point two- 
thirds of the distance from the TV cam- 
era to the subject with excellent results. 
The 35-mm camera is especially good, 
too, because its rectangular aspect ratio 
is the same as that of a TV screen. The 
camera can record a scene in exactly the 
same proportions as it appears on your 
TV set at home. 

I think it’s essential that the camera 
become a “part of you,” so that shoot- 
ing becomes second nature. For most 
shots of guest stars, I focus on the eyes, 
an old law of photography but one that 
is often ignored. 

Equally important is processing. I do 
all of my own work in a stairfless steel 
tank, using Panthermic 777 at 68 F. I 
do my drying in a special home-made, 
dustproof dryer. The latter has paid off. 
It makes a big difference in print 
quality. 

I like to have my negatives ever so 
slightly on the dense side. And it should 
he noted that I develop “by inspection” 
under a dark green light. This, too, has 
resulted in a better end product. 
When enlarging I take special pains 

remove dust from the negatives. 
Then I use Varigam paper and develop 
in a one-to-one Dektol solution for about 
30 seconds to bring out highlights. This 
is followed by from two to five minutes 
in a one-to-three Dektol solution. 

There’s a whale of a lot of problems 
in this business, not the least of which 
is the necessity for speed. When “shoot- 
ing the product,” I have taken as many 
as five photographs in three minutes, 
each of different products, and euch 
showing Garroway in a different posi- 
tion. Often this must be done with only 
five minutes remaining before Today 
goes on the air, for that may be the only 
time that Garroway isn’t tied up with 
something else. The trick is in using 
existing light. I never use flash before 
the show, if avoidable, because I not only 
save time but I also get better results 
working with available light. And use 
of flash is prohibited when the show is 
on the air because it has a decided ef- 
fect on the TV camera. 

On one rush job, with just seven min- 
utes to go, I took five shots, all of which 
were purchased by the client. I was 
happy about it, of course, but sometimes 
the pace is a bit nerve-wracking. 

Another obstacle: a photographer can’t 
interfere with the progress of the pro- 
gram, either during rehearsals or the 
actual telecast. Shooting must be done 
with great tact, making it doubly diffi- 
cult to obtain satisfactory shots of stars. 

I have been caught “on camera” sev- 
eral times, but only once when I was 
taking a picture. Garroway took charge 
of the situation very nicely by walking 
over and interviewing me on the spot. 
But, by and large, I manage to stay out

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of sight, even though this involves 
watching three cameras, the TV monitor, 
several dozen scowling technicians, and 
a tangle of cables and wires. 

“Shooting the stars” can be particular- 
ly tough because of the personalities you 
have to deal with. Adolph Menjou is a 
wonderful guy but he’s a real challenge 
to photograph. He’s so camera-conscious 
that if a lens comes within 50 feet of him 
he automatically poses; sort of a con- 
ditioned reflex. Very difficult to catch 
him off guard, but using the small 35-mm 
camera helps. 

Other guest stars are always at ease 
and are great to work with. In this 
group I’d put José Ferrer, Louis Arm- 
strong, Elsa Maxwell, and Tom Ewell— 
a really natural guy. Ewell appeared 
on Today the morning before he 
opened in The Seven Year Itch on 
Broadway. You would expect him to be 
tense and nervous under those conditions 
at that hour of the morning. He was 
anything but. 

Occasionally I'll shoot a guest before 
or after the show. I don’t want them to 
pose; I don’t want them to be conscious 
of my presence, in fact. I got a real 
thrill when I snapped Rosemary Clooney 
feeding “Muggs,” the chimpanzee who 
has been such a big hit on the program. 
Rosemary was completely oblivious of 
what was going on around her when she 
gave “Muggs” his bottle. The result is 
one of my favorite photos. 

Among the headaches of this business, 
however, are those persons who appear 
briefly on a show, see you snap their 
picture, and immediately request a dozen 
prints. I just don’t have time to make 
as many as they want. A similar prob- 
lem is encountered by a good many 
amateurs who take family shots and end 
up making a flock of prints of little Susie 
for relatives in Toledo and Seattle. That’s 
another thing I like about the Leica. It’s 
so small that people often don’t realize 
they’re being photographed. 

Think you'd be interested in my line 
of work? Let me tell you how I got 
here. Fact is, I’ve done just about every 
job in the studio—camera man, boom 
man, dolly man, lighting assistant, audio 
engineer, and floor manager. However, 
I always had an idea that I'd like to move 
into the motion-picture line. I figured 
that if I became proficient in still work 
I'd be better qualified for such a move. 
Before I knew it, still work had become 
my primary interest. 

I mention this background because I 
don’t believe that the average photog- 
rapher could start doing television pho- 
tography without other experience 
around a studio. The best way to learn 
is on the job. I started as a camera man. 
With this “in,” I began to take shots of 
sets for scene designers. Before long I 
became an associate director with a 
chance to excercise my photography in- 
terests. 

Then again, after what I’ve told you, 
you might not be interested in this work. 
Most people would rather not get up at 
2:30 every morning as I had to for the 
Today show, and I don’t blame them. 
But it’s a dream job for a camera 
fan.—

How to Put on a Slide Show 


hoarder who will not throw away any of 
his pictures, but makes them a part of 
his show. Beginners usually are inclined 
to overestimate their initial endeavors, 
end hoards of a thousand or more slides 
are not uncommon—in fact, some ama- 
teurs apparently pride themselves on the 
quantity rather than the quality of the 
slides they make. A sense of discrim- 
ination is essential and should be ac- 
quirei as rapidly as possible. This isn’t 
always easy; in the initial flush of enthu- 
siasm over a newly-opened box of your 
own processed color film it’s difficult to 
consider the pictures with anything ap- 
proaching impartial judgment. Neverthe- 
less, the first thing that should be done is 
to sort out and eliminate those slides that 
are underexposed, overexposed, light- 
struck or with poor color results. And 
pictures that are of interest only to your 
immediate family should be segregated— 
these record shots, of the “family album” 
type, have a definite place in the photog- 
rapher’s heart and in his slide library. 
But they should be shown only to very 
limited audiences. 

First decisions as to which slides should 
be tossed out will change after a month, 
or even a week—and after a year you'll 
find yourself wondering why you ever 
kept some of them. The best shows are 
put together by people who are satisfied 
if one excellent shot and four or five good 
ones survive out of a box of twenty. 

A natural assumption is that most peo- 
ple show their slides to others because 
they are pleased with their own accom- 
plishments—yet often they will make ex- 
cuses of various sorts for their pictures, 
throughout the showing. By discarding 
failures, you are not put in the embarrass- 
ing position of having to make excuses. 
In other words—if you have to apologize 
for your pictures, don’t show them! 

Often, several pictures taken of the 
same subject or location from different 
angles or viewpoints will be so closely

similar that they should be critically ex- 
amined to determine which are best— 
and the best held for showing. This does 
not mean that only a single shot of any 
particular subject should ever be shown 
—for a series on a special place or inci- 
dent is one of the best ways to tell a story 
effectively. A general view of a large 
rose garden, for example, followed by a 
semi-close-up of part of the area, and 
finally a close-up of a single rose. Or a 
day at the beach, depicted in scenes at 
the crowded parking lot, a bathhouse, a 
view of the beach, youngsters battling a 
wave, a beach luncheon party. 

Commentary to accompany showing of 
slides is not easily done. In some in- 
stances, a picture tells its own story, and 
comments are unnecessary—and undesir- 
able. Most pictures, however, need some 
identification as to place, situation, or 
point of interest. Five or 10 seconds of 
talk usually is sufficient for most slides, 
and if more than 30 seconds is required, 
think twice before showing the picture. 

Comments can be planned so that sev- 
eral slides related to a specific place or 
happening can be projected successively 
without requiring separate remarks. 

The show must have a certain amount 
of continuity in order to be interesting. 
Projecting totally unrelated subjects one 
right after another is confusing to the 
audience. Careful planning often makes 
it possible to build several series of slides 
on various subjects into a good show. 

When a show has been planned, it’s a 
good idea to project the slides several 
times, privately, to be thoroughly familiar 
with the sequence. It’s also a good idea 
to rehearse your comments—preferably 
aloud. 

There’s another ingredient for a good 
show—an element of humor. An amus- 
ing incident or story brought to mind by 
a slide will add greatly to the viewing 
pleasure. And above all—don’t take your- 
self too seriously.—
